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A gay candidate for San Francisco Supervisor in the 
recent election has reported that two young men 
with a baseball bat tried to kill him in a vicious 
anti-gay and racist midnight attack last week - and that 
he only managed to escape with his life after one as¬ 
sailant tried unsuccessfully to stab him twice in the 
stomach during the attack. 

Loren Rosemond suffered two head injuries that 
required six stitches when he was attacked without 
warning at Haight Street and Baker, in front of Buena 
Vista Park on Thursday, November 7. He was treated 
and released from St Mary’s Hospital. 

Rosemond, 41, an openly HIV-positive African- 
American gay man, told the Bay Area Reporter he was 
walking from his home in the area to get a pack of 
cigarettes when he was accosted. 

“A young white male, a punk-rocker type, 
stepped in front of me and started talking 
to me.

A t Bay Area Reporter press time, 
anti-gay Orange County Re¬ 
publican Congressman Robert 
Doman appeared headed for a sur¬ 
prise defeat in the 46th Congression¬ 
al District, according to a November 
12 count of absentee ballots. 

Dornan is expected to demand a 
recount of the vote that puts a dra¬ 
matic end to his controversial 2t)-year 
career as a right-wing California 
politician. 

According to the Los Angeles 
Times, Dornan’s Democratic oppo¬ 
nent Loretta Sanchez is nearly 1,000 
votes ahead of Dornan, and she has 
claimed victory in the race. 

“Goliath has been slain,” quipped 
Sanchez spokesman John Shallman 
when the absentee ballot count was 
announced. 

Until the absentee ballots were 
counted in the extremely close elec¬ 
tion, Sanchez had been trailing Dor¬ 
nan by a mere 256 votes, according to 
the Times. 

Sanchez supports a balanced bud¬ 
get amendment to the US Constitu¬ 
tion, “three strikes” laws, and the 
death penalty. 

A former Air Force fighter pilot, 
Dornan was first elected to the House 
in 1977 and is considered the most 
virulently anti-gay member of the en¬ 
tire House of Representatives. T

A proposal to enact legislation regulat¬ 
ing San Francisco sex clubs was put 
on hold Tuesday, November 12 fol¬ 
lowing a media frenzy that put the spotlight 
on a process that has been underway for 
nearly two years. The legislation - sponsored 
by Supervisor Tom Ammiano and crafted by 
the Coalition for Healthy Sex (CHS), mem¬ 
bers of the Department of Public Health 
(DPH), and the city attorney - would have 
codified safety, hygiene, and safer sex regu¬ 
lations for commercial “congregate sex envi¬ 
ronments.” The media followed the story 
after it broke in the Bay Area Reporter three 
weeks ago, with local print and broadcast 
outlets - as well as national and even inter¬ 
national media - playing up the titillation 
angle of gay public sex; the mainstream 
media generally reacted as if they were un¬ 
aware of the existence of gay sex clubs, sev¬ 
eral of which have been in operation for 
many years. 

Tuesday’s regularly scheduled meeting of 
the CHS - a group of sex club and party op¬ 
erators, HIV prevention educators, and pub¬ 
lic health representatives - was packed to 
overflowing. Dr. Mitchell Katz, Director of 
the DPH AIDS Office, stated that he and 
DPH director Sandra Hernandez had met 
with Mayor Willie Brown last week and de¬ 


cided that instead of formal legislation, reg¬ 
ulation of sex clubs should be accomplished 
by health department guidelines. 

Although Brown had previously ex¬ 
pressed support for formal legislation, he 
backtracked in the face of public attention 
to the issue. According to Katz, the “vast ma¬ 


jority” of sex clubs in the city already oper¬ 
ate in a manner that promotes public health, 
and it doesn’t make sense to institute legis¬ 
lation to deal with the few that do not. The 
DPH will Conduct “more frequent, regular, 
proactive monitoring” of clubs and “more 
rigorous enforcement”; currently the DPH 


only inspects clubs when a complaint is re¬ 
ceived. The DPH will have the authority to 
“abate,” or close, sex clubs that are noncom- 
pliant. 

As proposed by Katz, the DPH guidelines 
will contain the same provisions as the 
shelved legislation, addressing issues such as 


monitoring, unlockable doors, safer sex sup¬ 
plies and educational materials, lighting, 
sanitary facilities, and physical layout. 
Mandatory safer sex guidelines contained in 
a DPH addendum to the legislation prohib¬ 
it unprotected anal and vaginal intercourse, 
rimming, and fisting; the more controversial 
unprotected oral sex is not specifically 
banned. 

Katz stated that while the DPH has no ju¬ 
risdiction over private sexual activity in peo¬ 
ple’s homes, it does have “an interest in and 
a right to regulate sexual activity in for-prof¬ 
it congregate sex businesses.” Katz made an 
analogy with health regulations that inspect 
for rodents in restaurants, but not in the 
kitchens of private homes. Katz emphasized 
that “our issue is making sure sex clubs are 
safe, not regulating sexual behavior,” and 
claimed that there has been “no reference” 
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Regulation of sex clubs will be accomplished 
by health department guidelines.

J| San Francisco gay man who 
said he was attacked and 
mm beaten by a co-worker at a 
California Street securities firm 
last February 20 has filed a lawsuit 
against his alleged assailant. 

Jeff Dendy, formerly of HJ 
Meyers and Company, alleges in a 
civil lawsuit that he was so badly 
beaten by HJ Meyers stockbroker 
Paul Garvey that he had to have 
surgery to repair a torn rotator 
cuff and still continues to suffer 
from emotional distress. 

The vicious anti-gay attack is a 
dramatic portrayal of the rising 
problem of workplace violence in 
America, and San Francisco is not 
immune to the problem, accord¬ 
ing to Dendy’s attorney, William 
E. Weiss of Livingston and Weiss. 

“It’s outrageous. There is a re¬ 
cent rise in this kind of crime,” 
Weiss told the Bay Area Reporter , 
citing statistics that seven percent 
of reported anti-gay hate crimes 
reported nationally are violence- 
in-the-workplace incidents. 

Dendy’s suit alleges that Gar¬ 
vey attacked him after a morning 
of escalating tension between 
them - and after continually bad¬ 
gering Dendy about fixing his

Dendy admits that he grew 
impatient with the stockbroker 
and called him a “fat fuck” and 
told him he’d fix the problem 
when he had the first chance. 
After that, he alleged, the broker

Dendy told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that immediately after the 
February incident he wanted to 
file a police assault and battery re¬ 
port, but said his supervisor at HJ 
Meyers & Company tried to talk 
him out of it. 

“He said that I just wanted to 
take it to the ‘next level’ and he 
didn’t think that I should contact 
police. He said that there could be 
repercussions. That Paul could 
hire someone to come and beat 
me up. I felt threatened. It was an 
attempt to intimidate me,” Dendy 
said. 

But, Dendy said, he would not 
be dissuaded. 

“On the Friday morning of the 
same week, I went to the police 
station at Mission and 17th and 
filed the report,” he told the B.A.R. 

‘Constructive discharge’ 

Dendy says his attorney ad¬ 
vised him that he had been “con¬ 
structively discharged” as a result 
of the workplace violence and 
that he should in no way return to 
his job because of the personal 
safety issues. 

Dendy took a leave from the 
firm the day after the incident -

lent, physical rage. 

“Do you want to go? I’m going 
to bring you down a notch, you 
little faggot pussy. How does it feel 
to be bitch-slapped?” broker Paul 
Garvey allegedly yelled during the 
attack. 

Dendy said that Garvey 
grabbed his arms and shoved him 
as hard as he could, and that he 
struck a desk as he fell to the floor. 

The attack continued, but Gar¬ 
vey was pulled off and taken into 
another area of the office. Dendy, 
who sought medical assistance 
following the attack, required 
surgery to fix the shoulder injury. 

“It was devastating. It’s very 
scarring emotionally,” he said. 

Dendy also has an estimated 
$12,000 in medical bills from the 
assault, according to his attorney. 


which was also the day he was 
hired by Prudential Insurance, 
where he is currently employed. 

“Everyone here [at Prudential] 
is just as nice as they could be. 
There’s not any kind of anti-gay 
sentiment,” Dendy said. 

Dendy had previously com¬ 
plained about the anti-gay envi¬ 
ronment at Meyers’ California of¬ 
fice, according to the lawsuit, 
which alleges that Meyers failed to 
address his complaints - and also 
failed to adequately investigate the 
attack by the stockbroker. 

Meyers & Company are repre¬ 
sented in the case by the Palo Alto 
law firm Cooley, Godward, which 
did not respond to Bay Area Re¬ 
porter phone calls. 

The lawsuit goes to a status 
conference in January. ▼

!• an Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown signed historic do¬ 
mestic partner legislation 
Friday, November 8, meaning that 
businesses having contracts with 
the city will be required to offer 
benefits to domestic partners of 
employees if they are offered to 
spouses of employees. 

The bill was unanimously 
adopted by the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors on Monday, November 4 and 
was forwarded to Brown for his 
signature, which had been expect¬ 
ed. San Francisco becomes the 
first city in the nation to enact 
such a law. 

The ordinance amends the 
city’s administrative code and is 
expected to go into effect in about 
six months. Before that happens, 
the supervisors are planning to 
amend the ordinance to clarify 
the language in an effort to take 
into account concerns expressed 
to officials by some business own¬ 
ers. 

Brown said those changes will 
not weaken the law. 

Last Friday, Supervisors Tom 
Ammiano, Leslie Katz, and Susan 
Leal, sponsors of the ordinance, 
joined Brown at the signing. The 
mayor said the new law will make 
a real difference in the lives of 
people in the city. 


The law applies to any business 
having a city contract, regardless 
of whether or not the company is 
located in San Francisco. Howev¬ 
er, there are exceptions for firms 
that may suffer economic hard¬ 
ship or in cases where there are no 
qualified bidders that comply 
with the ordinance. Additionally, 
the law will not apply to state and 
federal contracts or subcontrac¬ 
tors working in the city. 

Under the law, any firm hired 
by the city that offers benefits to 
an employee’s spouse must also 
offer the same benefits to the do¬ 
mestic partner of an employee. 
Benefits include health insurance, 
medical leave, and bereavement 
leave. 

Domestic partners are defined 
in the law as “any person who has 
registered a domestic partnership 
with a governmental body under 
state or local law authorizing this 
registration.” Couples can be gay 
or straight. 

“This ordinance is already 
being viewed as a model for other 
cities,” Ammiano said at the sign¬ 
ing. “I have received requests for 
copies of the ordinance from 
Seattle, Boston, and New York. 
This is just the next logical step in 
San Francisco’s continuing effort 
to provide full equality for all of 
its residents.” 

Katz said that the law is “sim¬ 
ply a matter of fairness.” 


“This legislation doesn’t re¬ 
quire anyone to assume addition¬ 
al burdens, it merely forbids un¬ 
just discrimination when a busi¬ 
ness provides employee benefits,” 
she added. 

Leal, regarded as an expert in 
the field of employee benefits, said 
the law will be good for business. 
Before becoming a supervisor, 
Leal advised both corporations 
and labor on employee benefits. 

“Employers find that it is both 
easy and inexpensive to add ben¬ 
efits for the domestic partners of 
their employees. Offering these 
benefits will create a more stable 
and satisfied work force by pro¬ 
moting true equity in the work¬ 
place,” said Leal. 

The legislation was first pre¬ 
sented to the supervisors in May 
by members of the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Democrat¬ 
ic Club. At a recent board meet¬ 
ing, Katz noted the club’s involve¬ 
ment with the ordinance. 

“We in the Harvey Milk Club 
have worked very hard to secure 
recognition of our relationships 
and full legal equality since we 
sponsored the first domestic part¬ 
ners proposal in 1982,” said Jeff 
Sheehy, club president. “This 
model legislation represents an 
important next step in ending dis¬ 
crimination against lesbians, gay 
men, bisexuals, and transgen- 
dered people.” ▼

If 5 to buy a used station 
wagon to help him move to Daly 
City, he didn’t imagine that the 
car would turn out to be a prover¬ 
bial lemon - or that officials at the 
car dealership would allegedly call 
him anti-gay names when he tried 
to return it. Nevertheless, he says, 
that is exactly what happened. 

Runkel told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that a few days after he 
bought the 1979 Oldsmobile Cut¬ 
lass station wagon for $1,600 at 
Trader Joe’s Used Cars - which is 
not affiliated with the chain of re¬ 
tail food stores - the car broke 
down in busy traffic. He said he 
had it towed back to the dealer¬ 
ship, where it now languishes be¬ 
cause the dealer allegedly would¬ 
n’t give it back to him. 

According to Runkel, the left 
front tire came off as he was mo¬ 
toring up Franklin Street - ironi¬ 
cally, just after having the car ex¬ 
amined by a friend’s mechanic 
who said the car should not be 
driven because it seemed to be 
having trouble with its bearings. 

“The whole driver’s side tire 
fell off,” he said. “There were peo¬ 
ple screaming. The tire hit a

parked car.” 

Runkel said that after he had 
the car towed to the Valencia 
Street dealership, a worker told 
him whoever repaired the brakes 
didn’t like him, because someone 
had loosened the lug nuts. When 
he told the dealership that he’d 
only driven the car 200 miles, and 
that he held them responsible be¬ 
cause they had been the last peo¬ 
ple to repair the car, the alleged 
anti-gay insults began. 

“Get the fuck out of here, fag¬ 
got,” Runkel said a Trader Joe offi¬ 
cial told him. “Listen queer, we 
won’t have any trouble getting 
money out of you. Get this fuck¬ 
ing car off the lot, faggot.” 

He said that two other staffers 
suddenly appeared in the lot bear¬ 
ing tire irons, and he fled the site. 


The next day, when Runkel 
called and said he was going to 
have the car towed from the lot, 
he was told in no uncertain terms 
that the dealership was keeping 
the car. 

Attorney Amy Treanor said 
that her efforts to assist Runkel in 
getting his car back were fruitless 
- first because Trader Joe’s denied 
refusing to return the car, and 
then, when pressed, simply hung 
up on her. 

When contacted by the B.A.R. 
for a response to the charges, a 
Trader Joe’s staffer hesitated a mo¬ 
ment, then said only that Runkel’s 
name failed to ring a bell. 

Runkel said that he planned to 
initiate civil action against the 
dealership over the hate crime in¬ 
cident. ▼

T wo convicted assailants will 
serve one-year terms in 
county jail following their 
Wednesday, November 6 convic¬ 
tions on misdemeanor gay bashing 
crimes. 

In addition to jail time for John 
Cody Lee and Jonathan Bell, Mu¬ 
nicipal Court Judge Julie Tang fur¬ 
ther stipulated they pay a fine, pay 
financial restitution of costs to the 
victim, undergo counseling and 
sensitivity training, and apologize 
- not just to victim Ronald Ben¬ 
nett, but also apologize to the en¬ 
tire San Francisco lesbian and gay 
community through a statement to 
be published in the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. The B.A.R. will donate its fee 
to a charity. 

Lee and Bell were convicted by a 
jury of misdemeanor charges for a 
vicious October 1995 attack on 
Bennett in Norfolk Alley as he was 

Men to honor women at 
Lyon-Martin fundraiser

D uring the last 15 years of the AIDS epidemic, the women’s 
community has offered health, assistance, and lots of support 
to men stricken by the disease. Now the time has come to re¬ 
turn the favor, as gay men have joined with other groups for the 
“Brothers for Sisters Bash” next Friday, November 22 in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The Men’s Associated Exchange (MAX), the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), and the National Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR) are sponsoring the event, from 5:30 to 8:30 p.m. at the City 
Club, located on the tenth floor of 155 Sansome Street, as a bene¬ 
fit for Lvon-Martin Women’s Health Services. 

The clinic, named after pioneering lesbian activists Phyllis Lyon 
and Del Martin, offers a full spectrum of healthcare and outreach 
services. Founded in 1979 as an all-volunteer health clinic for les¬ 
bians and bisexual women, Lyon-Martin now provides unbiased, 
comprehensive and affordable health care to more than 4,000 
women each year, nearly 75 percent of whom earn less than $10,000 
per year. The healthcare center also offers a parenting program, 
which provides education and support for gay, lesbian, and bisex¬ 
ual parents. 

At the event, the men’s community will honor Dr. Sandra Her¬ 
nandez, the city’s director of public health, and Debra Chasnoff 
and Helen Cohen, co-producers of the film Its Elementary - Talk¬ 
ing About Gay Issues in School, for their outstanding contributions 
to health civil rights and San Francisco culture. 

Tickets for the “Brothers for Sisters Bash” are $75 each. Reserva¬ 
tions are preferred, although tickets will be available at the door. ▼ 


leaving The Lone Star Saloon, a 
popular South of Market gay bar. 

The duo were part of an East 
Bay group of young adults who 
had come to San Francisco, they 
claimed, to celebrate Lee’s 21st 
birthday at a South of Market bar. 

Bell and Lee and two other as¬ 
sailants jumped out of an auto and 
participated in a “round robin” at¬ 
tack, where the victim was pushed 
back and forth between assailants, 
punched, slugged, and subjected to 
anti-gay slurs such as “faggot,” Ben¬ 
nett testified at trial. 

A Vietnam veteran who is a 
highly skilled clinical operating 
nurse-member of the University of 
San Francisco transplant team, 
Bennett was struck repeatedly in 
the back of the head and face dur¬ 
ing the attack. 

A female passenger in the car 
with Bell and Lee yelled out, “Kill 
the faggot” at one point during the 
assault, Bennett testified. 

Despite efforts of defense coun¬ 


sel to play down the brutal anti-gay 
episode as merely a misdemeanor, 
Bennett told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he suffered a concussion from 
the incident, has continuing mem¬ 
ory problems related to the injury, 
and suffers post-traumatic emo¬ 
tional stress from the violent attack. 

“This is the type of crime that 
outrages people, outrages the city,” 
said prosecutor Christopher Clif¬ 
ford of the firm Zelle and Larson. 

Clifford, who usually practices 
securities law, is “on loan” to the 
San Francisco District Attorney’s 
office for three months, through a 
joint public service program of the 
DA’s office, Zelle and Larson, and 
other major local law firms. 

He urged Tang to mete out the 
maximum sentence of one year be¬ 
hind bars. 

Attorneys for the defendants 
unsuccessfully urged that they 
serve their terms at home through 
an electronic anklet residential de¬ 
tention program, or through work 
furlough. 

‘It won’t happen again’ 

After conferring with his attor¬ 
ney, Bell apologized to the court for 
the crime, said that he felt “very 
badly,” promised that “it wouldn’t 
happen again,” and stressed that he 
was a “good candidate for proba¬ 
tion.” 

Attorney Kevin Berman of the

It’s still prevention

L ast weekend, as a few journalists and 
AIDS advocates met in New York to 
talk about the direction of HIV re¬ 
porting after the Vancouver AIDS confer¬ 
ence, some found themselves experiencing 
whiplash. The Sunday Times magazine had 
published an essay about how the epidemic 
is becoming visibly less obvious in Andrew 
Sullivan’s life, which provided grist for much 
comment at Monday’s roundtable discus¬ 
sion. Everyone at the table agreed that the 
new combination therapy and viral load test¬ 
ing have helped to drive the mortality rate 
down, but the epidemic is still far from over. 

In fact, the epidemic reasserted its pres¬ 
ence with a vengeance, claiming longtime 
good friends of at least two of the panelists 
between the time the paper was published 
and the discussion group was over. Those 
participants were reminded, as are countless 
mourners every day, that every time AIDS 
steals something so personal as a human life 
we value it suddenly becomes new and sharp 
and dangerous all over again. 

The epidemic is not over. But fortunate¬ 
ly it claims fewer victims and mourners 
now, as the obituary pages of this paper 
show. Some of the best news is on non-nu- 
cleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors, 
which don’t get as much press as protease 
inhibitors, perhaps because they’re so much 
harder to say on-air. (For more on them, see 
Rob Sabados’ excellent piece on page 29.) 

Still, whatever the news from the drug¬ 
store, the emphasis must remain on HIV 
prevention, for many reasons. First, the the¬ 
ory that drug therapy can make AIDS a 
chronic manageable condition is about as 
far from certain as the Castro is from Nep¬ 
tune - a comparative speck compared to the 
infinite universe of our former ignorance 
about AIDS, but a heck of a schlep even so. 

Second, although having a chronic man¬ 
ageable illness is better than having a termi¬ 
nal one, it is not as nice as having none. We 
aren’t saying people are nicer without (or 
with), but it’s obvious life is simpler with¬ 
out insurance bureaucrats to battle, pre¬ 
scriptions to refill, doctor appointments to 
schedule, and pills to take and take and take 
and take and take and take ...forever. 

Third, Medicaid. If anyone with HIV (or 
with a friend with HIV) ignores the Medic¬ 
aid debate as “someone else’s problem,” they 
are imagining a utopia that does not exist. 
The same goes for the welfare “reform” that 


was rammed through Congress and signed 
by the president in exchange for another 
term. Count on both issues to be pushed 
onto our political landscape, if you think 
they haven’t already. As combination thera¬ 
py becomes a standard of care among all 
people with AIDS, the decision must 
be made whether to spend all Ryan 
White money on drug therapy. If 
that happens, AIDS housing and ^4* 
other services will have to be 
folded in with other entitlement 
programs - welfare. If not, Medic¬ 
aid may well buckle under from the 
strain of trying to pick up the slack. 

Either way, every new infec¬ 
tion will put America’s social 
support system to the test. And 
relying on the kindness of 
strangers is unfashionable today, 
to put it mildly; to put it more bluntly, no 
one should count on finding support when 
and where they need it. This country has 
created an enormous amount of wealth, but 
it seems to revel in making the unfortunate 
poor aware that nobody owes them a living. 

So the way to avoid the welfare/Medic- 
aid system’s indignities and worse is to 
avoid HIV infection. That means, as has 
been said so many times before, avoiding 
unsafe behavior with needles and other 



things you might be tempted to stick inside 
your bodies. Use as much protection as you 
can; don’t worry about overdoing protec¬ 
tion, since you can’t. 

Unfortunately, gay consumers may be 
denied one weapon that could prove handy 
in the war against HIV infections. If the 
Clinton administration’s Food and 
Drug Administration fails to discuss 
anal sex at its meeting about anti- 
HIV microbicidal lubricants this 
week, it will prove this administration 
is as callous as the previous one. 
Under President Bush, the FDA scut¬ 
tled tests on internal condoms for 
^ anal sex. For the FDA now to 
fail to test microbicides anally 
(since a substance that would 
kill HIV vaginally might not 
work rectally) would be a reaffir¬ 
mation of activists’ worst fears; that knowl¬ 
edge is power, and both are being inten¬ 
tionally withheld. 

It is disturbing that there is so much 
talking these days about the existence of sex 
clubs - as though sex were anything new - 
and so little discussion about the real things 
that can be done to make sex safer. 

With steady emphasis on prevention, the 
poor man’s vaccine, this damn epidemic 
doesn’t have to take another life. T

Sex and the military

f a foreign enemy wanted to undermine 
our military, it is likely that the enemy 
would evaluate the psyche of the lead¬ 
ership. Why bother to use nuclear or chem¬ 
ical weapons on our soldiers when just the 
mention of the very word “sex” sends the 
Pentagon into a tizzy? The Joint Chiefs of 
Staff start circulating anti-gay hate videos 
when it appears Congress and the president 
may allow gays and lesbians to serve (offi¬ 
cially) in our armed forces. No mention, of 
course, that they have served with distinc¬ 
tion for decades, in spite of the silly DOD 
regulation - an outgrowth of the equal stu¬ 
pidity of the McCarthy era of the late 
1940’s, during which extremists set up 
American against American. 

In seeming violation of the Code of Mil¬ 
itary Justice, base commanders - such as the 
one at Barstowe Army National Training 
Center - promote such extremist religious 
and male supremacist groups as The 
Promise Keepers on a captive audience: re¬ 
cruits in training. On one hand, Army ‘’of¬ 
ficial policy” is to ensure that women sol¬ 
diers are treated as equals. But after the 
Commanding General pushes sexual/reli¬ 
gious supremacists on everyone, and pro¬ 
motes Promise Keepers in the base newspa¬ 
per (the Tiefort Telegraph) - what’s a soldier 
gonna do? “God and my Commanding 
General - and obviously the Pentagon - be¬ 
lieve women are second class. And we won’t 
talk about equality for people of color, or 
those who are gay or lesbian. “ 


The Pentagon Policy toward sex is for the 
generals to bury their heads in the sand - or 
a jug of booze in the Barstoolers’ Club. 
DOD has given lip service to soldiers’ rights, 
ranging from soldiers’ rights to be free of re¬ 
ligious supremacists solicitations via the 
Base Command officials, to the implemen¬ 
tation of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.” But the 
witchhunts still go on, promoted by right¬ 
wingers and religious extremists within the 
American military. 

When commanding officers and oth¬ 
ers down the line exert pressure on re¬ 
cruits and enlisted personnel on 
such personal matters as religion, 
sex, politics, and civil rights issues, 
it should come as no surprise if ex¬ 
plosions occur at military bases, 
such as Aberdeen. 

It should also come as 
no surprise when such 
right wing extremists 
who get their training 
from the military - often 
with the tacit encouragement of those in the 
Pentagon - rob military arsenals, arm pri¬ 
vate militia groups, bomb Federal buildings, 
and shoot or otherwise murder civilian 
Americans who are not of their extremist 
persuasion. 

One may well ask what the JAG officials 
and investigative agencies are doing these 
days when extremists are being allowed ac¬ 
cess to ply their hate mongering in a military 
environment, and one may well ask General 
Shalikashvili and his staff to explain how they 
expect the common footsoldier to be 
“moral,” when the Pentagon itself tells gays 



and lesbians to lie about their orientation? 

Until the “leadership” at the Pentagon 
begins to pursue a vigorous program to 
weed out those like General Mundy, who 
distribute hate mongering videos and tracts 
aimed at gays, or women, the so-called 
“cleanup” at Aberdeen is just window dress¬ 
ing. Mundy has gone, but there are more in¬ 
dividuals in our military like him and who 
are, in my opinion, unfit to serve because 
they are incapable of setting aside their prej¬ 
udices and following orders. 

No, a foreign enemy would need no help 
at all to undermine the American military. 

The Pentagon’s foot-dragging on 
civil rights for all Americans is de- 
r ^ . stroying public trust already. All 
^ the enemy has to do is watch and 
wait, while the foreign newsreels 
show this ugly side of our 
Military to the outside 
world. Sadly, it is the or¬ 
dinary American who 
takes the rap for the Pen¬ 
tagon’s double-talk and hypocrisy as well as 
for the ineptitude of its Leaders in riding 
roughshod over the civil rights of those who 
choose to serve their country honorably in 
uniform. T

Opera attitude, part II

Thank you for your insightful and intelligent reviews 
of San Francisco Opera’s productions. I always search the 
second section of the B.A.R. hoping to find your refresh¬ 
ing commentaries and analyses. Also, I hope you will 
again offer us your expert knowledge of singers like 
Kirsten Flagstad on KDFC radio. 

Your recent dismay at how in the current season the 
directors have changed the endings of the operas brought 
to mind a performance of II Barbiere di Siviglia I attend¬ 
ed at the Salle Favart in Paris in 1985 where Bartolo (sung 
wonderfully by Gabriel Bacquier) was made to die at the 
end. (Please don’t tell John Copley!) I remember how odd 
I felt leaving the theatre saddened instead of with the 
ebullient lift Rossini comedies usually provide. I think it 
is good to bear in mind that SFO is not the only compa¬ 
ny that fools with the plots and that it could be worse. In¬ 
deed, in Europe I have seen some productions where it is 
hard to recognize the opera which seems totally discon¬ 
nected from what’s going on on stage. 

Still, as a 16-year veteran San Francisco operagoer, it 
has been difficult for me to watch the quality of the 
singing, directing, and stagecraft decline while gimmicky 
tricks are used to lure curious one-time gawkers to pay 
astronomical ticket prices. It seems to me that the SFO 
would do better to court its loyal patrons who come back 
time and again, rather than engaging in cutesy efforts to 
attract ingenue socialites. Recently I dug out my ticket 
stub from the 1982 production of Lohengrin for which I 
paid less than half of what I shelled out to attend 
this year’s “Opera in the Barn” production in 
| the equivalent section. What are we paying 
for? 

The fireworks singing of Leonie Rysanek 
and Hermann Becht as Ortrud and Telra- 
mund made that 1982 performance mem¬ 
orable. In contrast, at this season’s October 
4th performance, which I’ll try to forget, 
Ben Heppner was obviously ill. His voice 
cracked time and again to the point where he 
could hardly make it through “In fernem land.” I found it 
hard to believe there wasn’t an understudy to replace him. 
And the most irksome thing about the production was 
not the lack of the Swan but rather that from where I sat, 

I could see where the blue carpet of the river Scheldt 
ended behind the Cost Plus flocked weeds. And would 
someone please tell the desultory Malcolm Mosher that 
Antwerp is in Belgium, not the Netherlandsl 

For several seasons I decided to save my money and 
go to France or Italy rather than sit through any more of 
San Francisco Opera’s cheesy productions. I was fortu¬ 
nate enough to attend a performance of Simon Boccane- 
gra at La Fenice before the fire. If I had waited for them to 
put on this great opera in San Francisco, I’d still be wait¬ 
ing. Just as I would be waiting to see some of my favorites 
of the French repertoire such as The Pearl Fishers, Lakme, 
Mignon, and Le Roi d’Ys while inconsequential yawners 
like Herodiade and Hamlet find their way to the SFO stage. 

As an antidote to my dismay I have developed a sense 
of humor about the productions and singing. If I hadn’t, 

I don’t know how I could continue to attend. The worst of 
it is you can’t boo. I think it’s wonderful when they boo 
the set designers in Milan or Rome. I wish they would 
bring Gerry Howland out just once so that we could 
throw vegetables at him. But like those audiences who 
heartily applaud mediocre Lohengrins, everyone’s duti¬ 
fully donned rose-colored glasses in the form of a Prozac 
or Paxil.

While I realize Hawai’i is a small state, seemingly re¬ 
moved from the major mainland political action, I would 
tell you this about the politics of Hawai’i: 

Since Statehood, Hawai’i has had but one Republican 
Governor (1957-62). Hawai’i’s small Washington delega¬ 
tion of four consists entirely of Democrats - all of whom 
actively opposed and voted against the “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act.” Also, Hawai’i recognized Women’s Suffrage in

NWAF responds 

Edward Zold’s Oct. 3 article in the B.A.R. implied that 
the Northwest AIDS Foundation’s public policy depart¬ 
ment would rather help the pharmaceutical industry line 
its pockets than advocate for affordable drugs for indi¬ 
viduals living with HIV/AIDS. The facts speak for them¬ 
selves. 

In July of this year, the Washington State Department 
of Health shut down the state’s AIDS Prescription Drug 
Program (APDP), which is our state’s ADAP, due to a pro¬ 
jected budget shortfall. This sparked a massive contro¬ 
versy between public health officials and AIDS advocates, 
as well as understandable panic among APDP enrollees. 
The Department of Health ceased all new enrollment pro¬ 
cedures, and limited access to protease inhibitors to those 
who were already utilizing them. One month later, due to 
public outcry and advocacy efforts spearheaded by 
NWAF, Washington’s governor reopened the APDP with 
no new restrictions, and authorized an additional $5 mil¬ 
lion for the program. 

As the director of public policy at NWAF, I was deeply 
involved in the process to secure unrestricted drug access 
to APDP clients, both present and future. Our response 
has helped make Washington State a model for shaping a 
national response to the ADAP budget crisis. NWAF’s ef¬ 
forts helped convince Washington State’s Senator Patty 
Murray (D) and Representative Jennifer Dunn (R) to pro¬ 
vide critical support for national ADAP funding increas¬ 
es. NWAF also helped to initiate a statewide survey of in¬ 
surance companies, conducted by the State Office of the 
Insurance Commissioner, to determine which plans pro¬ 
vide coverage for protease inhibitors, and how to institute 
guidelines for private insurance companies that would 
guarantee coverage of expensive HIV/AIDS treatments. 
This is not the record of an agency that has sold out to 
pharmaceutical companies on the issue of drug access. 

NWAF understands the concerns expressed by Mr. 
Zold in his article, yet his accusations were completely un¬ 
founded. AIDS service organizations and AIDS activists 
around the country need to collaborate on efforts to force 
down the price of HIV/AIDS drugs. Longterm funding 
proposals for the ADAP program will have to enlist phar¬ 
maceutical companies, the private insurance industry, 
state and federal government, and community-based or¬ 
ganizations. Mr. Zold’s accusations that I, or this agency, 
have attempted to “cut people off programs which subsi¬ 
dize the cost of AIDS drugs” are absurd and not based on 
the facts or our actions. AIDS service organizations 
around the country are researching means of shifting the 
burden of cost to reduce state ADAP deficits in an effort 
to save the program. This includes moving some individ¬ 
uals to private insurance or Medicaid as the primary 
payer. These efforts will actually secure drug access to a 
larger number of individuals while decreasing the strain 
on ADAP.

A young man named Scott Fredett is in the County Jail 
on Seventh Street. He was a security guard who shot and 
killed a street thug last year in front of Hotel California, at 
400 Taylor Street (at O’Farrell) at 4 a.m. 

The so-called victim called him gaybaiting type names 
and threatened him. Fredett, in fear of his life, shot him 
and was arrested for murder, and much to his amazement 
was convicted in San Francisco September 5 of first de¬ 
gree murder. Unbelievable. 

He was defended by Jeff Brown, the city’s public de¬ 
fender - an administrator, not a criminal defense attor¬ 
ney. 

I do not personally know Mr. Fredett, if he’s gay or not.

This verdict is a dis¬ 
grace. The man he shot was a convicted felon, a thug, a 
drug user. Fredett is white, the other man African-Amer¬ 
ican.

Energy Anatomy, she has combined the great mystic tra¬ 
ditions of both the East and the West to provide a 
roadmap for working with body, mind, and spirit to 
achieve optimal health. She documents a client who was 
HIV+, healed himself of AIDS, and seroconverted. She is 
very down to earth, compassionate, and tough - she does¬ 
n’t let anyone off the hook. 

I encourage every gay man to listen with an open mind 
to what this remarkable woman has to say. Our lives may 
depend on it. Dr. Myss is more than a bridge to the next 
paradigm, she is the next paradigm. The New Age grows 
up.

he last of the absentee votes 

' hadn’t been counted in Cal¬ 
ifornia last week before the 
race for governor and a host of 
other statewide offices was heat¬ 
ing up. Termed-out State Senate 
Leader Bill Lockyer (D-Hay- 
ward) has already announced he 
is considering the attorney gener¬ 
al’s spot, and a number of assem- 
blymembers are looking at the 
post of secretary of state and that 
of lieutenant governor. 

However, most interest clearly 
centers on who will succeed Gov. 
Pete Wilson, who is barred from 
running for another term. 
Two-term state Attorney General 
Dan Lungren - though he took a 
beating last week in the Clinton 
landslide (Lungren served as 
Dole’s California co-chair), 
watched the Republicans lose 
control of the Assembly, and 
saw Prop. 215 win ap¬ 
proval by a wide margin 
over his most vehement 
objections - is clearly the 
Republican to beat in 
’98. 

While Lungren 
seemingly has a near 
lock on the 
GOP nomina¬ 
tion, state De¬ 
mocrats could 
be looking at a bruising primary 
fight to see who they choose to 
oppose him. Lt. Governor Gray 
Davis has been running for the 
Demo nod (and reportedly rais¬ 
ing campaign funds) for nearly a 
year. State Controller Kathleen 
Connell makes no secret of the 
fact she wants to run, though 
many party leaders think she will 
eventually decide to run for 
re-election to her present post. 
Then there’s Bill Clinton’s pal, re¬ 
tiring White House Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta. 

Of course, the biggest question 
mark for the Demos is Sen. Di¬ 
anne Feinstein. Some of those 
close to DiFi are telling me the 
former San Francisco mayor may 
well change her plans to wait until 
1998 to decide now that Panetta is 
a factor. These same sources say 
we should not be surprised if Fe¬ 
instein jumps into the race by 
June of next year. 

Dianne Feinstein herself isn’t 
talking publicly about another 
run for the statehouse, but is ru¬ 
mored to be consulting her top 
advisers (including longtime po¬ 
litical confidant Bill Carrick) 
about whether or not she should 
enter the fray. A recent Los Angeles 
Times poll showed Feinstein as the 
one Democrat who could defeat 
Lungren, and even with top De¬ 
mocrats like Rep. Nancy Pelosi 
and San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown attempting a “stop-Fein- 
stein” movement, many Democ¬ 
ratic strategists, anxious to take 
back the statehouse after 16 years 
of Republican control, were said 
to be just waiting for her to de¬ 
clare her candidacy. 

A scenario making the rounds 
of Democratic circles has Leon 
Panetta staying out of the race, 
helping the Feinstein candidacy, 
and getting appointed to Fein- 
stein’s remaining senate term 
should the senator defeat Lun¬ 
gren. On the other hand, Panetta 
was not sounding like a man who 
wants to return to Washington 
when he announced he was quit¬ 
ting his White House job to re¬ 
turn to his real loves: “my family, 
my home of Monterey, and home 
state of California.” 

One thing seems certain: 


should either Panetta or Feinstein 
make the gubernatorial run, Lt. 
Governor Davis, not too popular 
with followers of either Fein¬ 
stein or Panetta, would 
likely be an also-ran. If 
I were a betting man, 
I’d wager (though not 
too much) that DiFi 
tosses her hat into the 
ring. Feinstein prefers 
the executive role to 
that of a legis¬ 
lator, would 
like to come 
home to gov¬ 
ern the state, and like her support¬ 
ers, truly feels she can win this 
time if she decided to run. (What 
Feinstein has going for her that 
Panetta doesn’t is the fact that she 
has twice won statewide races, 
while Panetta has yet to be tested 
with voters outside his Monterey 
area congressional district.) 

As for President Clinton, 
though he was lavish in his praise 
for departing Chief of Staff Panet¬ 
ta, he is also close to Sen. Feinstein 
and credits her in helping him in 
his big California win. It is by no 
means a given that he would enter 
a Democratic fight in support of 
Panetta over the state’s senior sen¬ 
ator. Expect both Feinstein and 
Panetta to make their plans clear 
within months after Clinton’s Jan¬ 
uary inauguration. The Demos 
see a real chance to win back the 
California statehouse and may 
even settle on a compromise can¬ 
didate to take on Lungren in 1998. 
This tussle should indeed be in¬ 
teresting to watch over the next 
six-to-eight months. 

Election roundup 

The Dumb and Dumber Dole 
campaign fought to keep Ross 
Perot out of the debates. Had 
Perot been in the race, Dole might 
have done better. During the clos¬ 
ing weeks of Election ’96, the Texas 
billionaire’s attacks on Clinton’s 
character were beginning to have 
an impact and likely contributed 
to slippage by Demos, possibly 
costing them any chance they had 
of recapturing the House. 

The national GOP, once popu¬ 
lar with Hispanics, lost much of 
that community’s vote last Tues¬ 
day when the President saw a big 
jump in his Hispanic support 
over 1992. Clinton held on to his 
party’s longtime grip of the vast 
majority of black voters as well. 
Women voters backed Clinton 
nationally by a 16-point margin, 
54% to 38%, perhaps the largest 
gender-gap spread in presidential 
election history. And with no one 
to blame but himself, President 
Clinton saw his support among 
gay and lesbian voters slip from 
72% in 1992 to 67% last week. 

Jack Kemp in 2000 for the 
GOP? It isn’t likely; too many Re¬ 


publican moneybags are pissed at 
what they regard as a less than 
all-out effort to help Dole. Many 
thought Kemp simply used the 
veep nod as a springboard for his 
own future plans. Meanwhile, the 
Al Gore for President campaign is 
already quietly under way. Some 
think “Honest Al” looks pretty 
good next to his current boss. 

Of the 10 people I asked on 
Election Day, not one could name 
Ross Perot’s running mate (Pat 
Choate). 

Ralph Reed’s Christian Coali¬ 
tion passed out 45 million pam¬ 
phlets in 125,000 churches the 
Sunday before Election Day on 
behalf of Dole and GOP candi¬ 
dates. 

Washington state elected the 
son of a Chinese immigrant, De¬ 
mocrat Gary Locke, to become 
the first Asian-American governor 
outside Hawaii over a GOP candi¬ 
date who was anti-gay and strong¬ 
ly backed by the Christian Right. 

San Francisco Assemblyperson 
Carole Migden and Assembly- 
man-elect Kevin Shelley played 
big roles in the rise of Democrat 
Cruz Bustamante to assembly 
speaker and will be expecting fa¬ 
vors for San Francisco in return. 

In Pennsylvania, a GOP won a 
House seat by a 10-vote margin. 

Females in the U.S. Senate will 
remain at nine, with Maine joining 
California as the only states with 
both U.S. senators being women. 

Lesbian Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl was re-elected to 
her 41st District seat easily last 
week, with 56% of the vote over 
four other candidates. 

The East Bay’s new House 
member, Democrat Ellen 
Tauscher, while not a liberal in 
the sense of Ron Dellums or Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, is a vast improvement 
over Gingrich clone Bill Baker. 

The ultra-liberal Americans for 
Democratic Action has given Bar¬ 
bara Boxer a perfect score (a 100% 
ADA-approved voting record), 
while Dianne Feinstein had to set¬ 
tle for a 95% rating, having appar¬ 
ently cast one “wrong” vote, ac¬ 
cording to the ADA. 

Finally, although my old friend 
Harvey Milk would certainly be 
proud of the new opera named 
for him (he was a dedicated opera 
queen, after all), I suspect he 
would be even prouder of the re¬ 
cent name change undergone by 
the Castro area school at 4233 
19th St. - from the Douglass Al¬ 
ternative Elementary School to 
the Harvey Milk Civil Rights 
Academy. Kudos to Supervisor 
Tom Amrniano for shepherding 
the name change through, often¬ 
times over the vociferous protests 
of some parents and faculty. What 
a legacy for our slain supervisor! 
I’m sure Harvey would have ap¬ 
proved. ▼

This fight 
won’t be won in Congress or the 
courts anyway - it’ll be won cul¬ 
turally, in the living room, by 
Ellen DeGeneres, Dennis Rod- 
man and Ru Paul. And of course 
it’ll be won locally, by the gay 
teachers, the gay parents and the 
lesbian cops. And perhaps more 
insidiously, it’ll be won on the 
Web. 

City queers long ago created 
our little “gay ghettos” - virtual 
cities themselves - to insulate 
ourselves from the major hazards 
and minor insults that marred so 
many of our early lives “back 
home.” Many of us survivors of 
the ’70s and ’80s still live, work 
and play in these isolated enclaves 
like Mennonites. We encourage 
each other to patronize gay- 
owned shops and restaurants. We 
don’t mix much; we have our 
own gay couture and gay cuisine. 

Yet to today’s happening Vir¬ 
tual Queer, this is totally tedious 
and also very tiresome. If we are 
indeed everywhere, why can’t we 
live, work and play anywhere? 


In the late ’90s Information 
Age, a decentralization seems to 
be taking hold, as people - 
straight or gay - drift from the 
cities to work by computer in the 
burbs and the hinterlands. 
“Straights” communicate anony¬ 
mously with their gay neighbors, 
acting out their little hopes and 
fears in the safety of virtual reali¬ 
ty, participating in a lively ex¬ 
change of ideas rather than pas¬ 
sively watching the boob-tubes 
behind their bolted doors. 

Take me, for instance. I’m fil¬ 
ing this column from 
the beautiful white 
sands of Carmel 
beach, where I’m 
wintering. It’s true, the 
closest gay bar is a few 
miles away, but I love 
the way gay and bi¬ 
sexual men flirt in 
small towns - 
all furtive and 
innocent. 

Meanwhile, 
the online universe is an evolving 
reflection of all the changes going 
on in the real world. 

This week I explored two very 
similar online virtual worlds, 
both available through Com¬ 
puServe: WorldsAway Dream- 
scape and Pride!Universe. 

In a way, the first represents 
the larger macrocosm of the 
mixed straight/gay society, while 
the latter is the gay ghetto. 

I admit that I checked out 
Pride! Universe first precisely be¬ 
cause it was gay. But not only be¬ 
cause it was gay: Pride!Media also 
sent me a press package and gave 


me some free time online. 

And I wasn’t disappointed. It 
was virtually fun! Actually, I’d 
never experienced anything quite 
like it before. Unlike the strictly 
text-based “chatrooms” and bul¬ 
letin boards which can be found 
all over the Net, Pride!Universe is 
an interactive visually-based pro¬ 
gram. 

A cartoon of yourself 

Basically, visitors to Pride!Uni- 
verse adopt a cartoon representa¬ 
tion of themselves known as an 
‘avatar,” and proceed to 
cruise around what 
seems to be an endless 
maze of rooms on a cir¬ 
cular space station sort of 
like Deep Space Nine. 
Everything has a 
very gay flavor, 
and Avatars are 
invited to trade 
in their boring 
“newbie” bod¬ 
ies and heads 
for new ones. But everything 
costs money, so you may have to 
sell your head at the pawnshop 
before you can get a new one at 
the shopping mall, along with 
new skin color, a smart outfit and 
sensible shoes. 

Avatars earn more coins the 
longer they hang around, which 
will be needed not only to pur¬ 
chase body parts and other acces¬ 
sories, but to rent an apartment 
and buy home furnishings. For¬ 
tunately, there’s usually a helpful 
Pride! employee about who will 
buy you things if you’re real nice. 

Wrapped up in Pride!, a gay- 


oriented set of web links, chat 
rooms, news services and person¬ 
als, Pride!Universe is truly a vir¬ 
tual gay ghetto. Over the course 
of several hours, I did encounter 
the stray heterosexual or two, but 
they seemed to be rather dim 
bulbs (probably curious pubes- 
cents - one never knows for 


sure!). Actually, all the conversa¬ 
tion seemed to be rather dull after 
awhile, compared to the text- 
based chatrooms. People seemed 
to be all into their two-dimen¬ 
sional little bodies, making faces, 
waving and jumping around. Al¬ 
most like a real bar!

Forum on new(er) 
meanings of safe(r) sex

s AIDS is appearing to be- 

A come a more manageable 
disease, should gay men re¬ 
shape their opinions about safe 
sex? 

For HIV-negative men, stay¬ 
ing safe may seem less crucial, 
and getting infected may seem 
less scary if there’s the possibility 
of living a few decades with the 
disease. 

For HIV-positive men, while 
the possibility of re-infection has 
been an abstract concern, the de¬ 
cision now not to use condoms 
between two infected partners 
may have greater ramifications. 

A community forum address¬ 
ing these issues is planned for 
this Friday evening, November 
15, from 7 to 9:30 p.m. at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church, lo¬ 
cated at 150 Eureka Street. 

Steven Gibson, forums and 
events manager for the Stop 
AIDS Project, said the forum is 
intended to help shape men’s 
opinions of developing and ever- 
changing scientific information 
on HIV and AIDS before their 
opinions turn into “urban 
myths” or false truths on which 
men will base their behavior. 

“Men have often taken partial 
biological truths and made them 
reality,” Gibson said. “For exam¬ 
ple, it has become a common be¬ 
lief that tops can’t get HIV While 
they may be less likely to acquire 
the virus, they are not entirely 
safe.” 

Gibson said new treatments 
give the community hope that 
AIDS is a more treatable and pre¬ 
ventable illness, but the new hope 
raises questions in people’s minds 
about their own sexual behavior. 

“People wonder, ‘What does it 
mean to gay men having sex?’ 


and ‘Why should I try to avoid 
it?”’ he said. 

“What we think determines 
our behavior,” he said. “We want 
to get a panel of experts to address 
these issues, so all the available in¬ 
formation is discussed and people 
can make informed decisions.” 

Gibson said with new strains 
of HIV and with uncertainties 
about the promising new treat¬ 
ments, HIV-infected men should 
still be concerned about safe sex 
for their own health. 

“People have said things like, 
‘I feel like I’ve been hit by a semi 
truck and now a pickup is com¬ 


ing along,”’ Gibson said. “But for 
the first time we have reasons to 
argue why two HIV-positive men 
may want to use condoms. 

“The facts may not all be in 
yet, but people are going to start 
making decisions based on the 
information they have,” he said. 
“These forums are aimed at get¬ 
ting as much correct information 
out to them as we can, so they 
won’t make their decisions based 
on incorrect or incomplete infor¬ 
mation.” 

The forum will include pre¬ 
sentations by a panel of health 
experts followed by an open dis¬ 
cussion between panelists and 
community members. The panel 
will include David Evans from 
Project Inform, Christopher Es¬ 
posito from the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and Mike Dis- 
cepola from the AIDS Health 


Project. 

Between 100 and 200 people 
are expected to attend the forum. 
Gibson said the discussion 
should be especially valuable to 
anyone because these issues af¬ 
fect both HIV-negative and HIV¬ 
positive men. 

“It should be a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss a specific topic 
with a bigger group of people,” 
he said. 

Dan Wohlfeiler, Education 
Director at the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, said the open discussions are 
important for gay men to help 
shape their own behavior about 


safe sex. 

“New treatments are changing 
how many of us think about our 
future,” Wohlfeiler said. “But it’s 
also important to think about 
how they may affect what choic¬ 
es we’re making sexually. We 
want to make sure people get the 
chance to ask questions and find 
out what decisions others are 
making with the same informa¬ 
tion.” ▼

' Why do we love crystal?' 

Talking wall gets 
people talking

new attempt to raise aware¬ 
ness of crystal metham- 
phetamine use in the Cas¬ 
tro made its debut Friday, No¬ 
vember 1st. The “talking wall” was 
installed at the site of the Life 
Garden on Market Street at Noe. 
Supervisor Susan Leal was on 
hand to help kick off the project. 

The wall, a three- by five-foot 
blank billboard that encourages 
graffiti, bears the question, “Why 
do we love crystal?” 

Over the course of the past two 
weeks, hundreds of passers-by 
have shared their thoughts and 
feelings on the subject. By last 
Wednesday, the first billboard had 


of the week. New boards focused 
on different topics will be in¬ 
stalled in the coming months. 

The talking wall is a project of 
the Castro Neighborhood Orga¬ 
nizing Group, which grew out of 
a series of meetings on crystal use 
in the neighborhood sponsored 
by the Stop AIDS Project. The 
meetings - which bring together 
current and former speed users, 
AIDS prevention workers, and in¬ 
terested residents - provide a 
forum for the discussion of the 
psychology and physiology of 
speed use, its relation to gay iden¬ 
tity and sexuality, and its effects 
on individuals and communities. 

The goal of the wall is to ac¬ 
knowledge and get people talking 
about the widespread use of the

been filled with comments, and a 
second empty board was installed. 

Commentary has spanned the 
spectrum from the serious to the 
silly to the sarcastic. Many re¬ 
sponses have been sexual in na¬ 
ture - “sex was never better” and 
the blunt “HARDER, FASTER” - 
reflecting how members of queer 
communities often use speed to 
facilitate sexual encounters. Other 
responses told of how crystal 
helps them deal with grief - “kills 
the pain” - and buoys their self- 
confidence. One drawing admon¬ 
ishes injectors of speed not to 
share needles. A few responses 
castigate crystal users as losers 
(one even encourages users to kill 
themselves). The current boards 
will remain in place until the end 


drug and to increase understand¬ 
ing about the motivations, bene¬ 
fits, and costs of crystal use. 
Patrick Barresi of Stop AIDS stat¬ 
ed that so far the response to the 
wall has “exceeded our expecta¬ 
tions in getting people thinking 
and talking.” 

On November 7th, the group 
met to view slides of the talking 
wall and discuss the comments re¬ 
ceived so far. Castro neighbor¬ 
hood meetings take place once a 
month; meetings are also held in 
the South of Market and Polk 
neighborhoods.

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Supes discuss gay speed 
epidemic, need for 
treatment on demand

wo of every three men who 
inject methamphetamine in 
1 San Francisco have HIV, ei¬ 
ther from sharing needles or en¬ 
gaging in unsafe sex while under 
the influence of the drug. 

That was just one of numerous 
sobering statistics presented at a 
board of supervisors committee 
meeting Thursday, November 7. 
The often candid discussions 
about substance abuse in San 
Francisco, particularly in the gay 
community, led several city su¬ 
pervisors and public health offi¬ 
cials to start work now so that 
next year residents can utilize 
treatment on demand services for 
substance abuse problems. 

It was standing room only at 
the Health, Public Safety, and En¬ 
vironment Committee meeting, 
where doctors, former drug users, 
and healthcare providers all spoke 
of the urgent need for treatment 
on demand. The term refers to 
having enough openings in pro¬ 
grams so that people seeking help 
won’t have to wait - sometimes up 
to six months - to get help. 

Supervisor Susan Leal, who 
had asked for the committee to 
discuss the issue, said an estimat¬ 
ed 1,300 people now want treat¬ 
ment but cannot get it. Funding 
treatment on demand has become 
one of her top priorities for the 
1996-97 city budget. 

“I’ve talked with the mayor 
about this, I’ve talked with DPH 
about this,” Leal said. “This gets 
put on the table as one of the first 
items of business. I’ve gotten 
somewhat of a commitment from 
the mayor.” 

Health Department Director 
Dr. Sandra Hernandez informed 
Supervisors Angela Alioto, 
Michael Yaki, and Leal that it will 


cost at least $20 million next year 
to provide treatment on demand. 

Alioto also strongly supports 
treatment on demand, though she 
won’t be a supervisor when the 
budget is approved next summer. 

“Twenty million dollars is not 
a huge sum out of a $3 billion 
[city] budget,” said Alioto. 

Hernandez said her depart¬ 
ment will draft a treatment on de¬ 
mand proposal, utilizing existing 
substance abuse treatment facili¬ 
ties as well as developing addition¬ 
al community-based programs in 
order to increase capacity. 

“It will require a significant 
shift in policy. It requires an up¬ 
front investment,” Hernandez 
said. “It will take a few years to re¬ 
alize the savings.” 

Larry Meredith, Ph.D., direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public 
Health’s (DPH) Community Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Services, said the 
impact of alcohol and drug abuse 
can been seen in the city every 
day. Among adults in the city, 
each day there are 35 narcotic or 
alcohol-related arrests, 14 reports 
of domestic violence involving al¬ 
cohol, and five hospital emer¬ 
gency room visits caused by co¬ 
caine or speed use, Meredith said. 
Each day, one AIDS diagnosis is 
attributed to injection drug use. 

Meredith also said 30 percent 
of gay and bisexual men in San 
Francisco use methampheta- 
mines, compared to nine percent 
of gay/bisexual men in Chicago 
and four percent in Denver, ac¬ 
cording to a 1996 DPH study. 

Michael Siever, Ph.D., a psychol¬ 
ogist in private practice, said the 
connection between methamphet¬ 
amine use and HIV transmission is 
“the highest of any category.” 

“Sixty-nine percent of men in¬ 
jecting methamphetamine have 
HIV in San Francisco,” agreed 
Meredith. V

Supervisor Brown leads boycott 
against political fundies 


Ministers snub Graham, Promise Keepers 


Reverend Amos Brown 


among the world leaders Graham 
has counseled, which was not 
true. 

“In fact, Dr. King talked to 
Graham on a plane on the way to 
a Baptist Convention in Rio de 
Janeiro and asked him to support 
civil rights. When King returned 
to his seat, he told his companion 
that Graham had told him he was 
‘pushing too hard and should 
slow down.’ 

“So why should we stand with 
people who have been on the side 
of our enemies?” Brown asked. 

Brown recalled that Graham 
started preaching against the evils 
of communism in a tent revival in 
1949, and that fateful tent meet¬ 
ing came to the attention of 
William Randolph Hearst, who 
called Henry Luce of the Time- 
Life chain about the young 
preacher who took on the com¬ 
mies, which resulted in word 
going out to editors across the 
country: “Puff Graham.” 

“So,” Brown said, “he started 
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they also took a position on 
Promise Keepers, the traveling 
fundamentalist preaching shows 
that extol the gospel of female 
domination and heterosexism to 
male-only audiences. 

The ministers’ withholding of 
support is a serious issue because 
the Graham Crusades depend 
heavily upon local churches to do 
follow-up on those who are 
“saved” during their services. 

At the press conference, Brown 
pointed out that Graham had 
provided a “photo-op” for anti¬ 
gay Senator Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina during Helms’ re-elec¬ 
tion campaign, by walking with 
him in a garden and meeting with 
him over lunch. In addition, de¬ 
spite the pleas of African-Ameri¬ 
can ministers and other religious 
figures for Graham to speak out 
on the issue of affirmative action 
and Prop. 209, Graham refused to 
do so, saying it was a political 
issue and not a religious matter. 

Clearly angry, Brown cited 
Graham’s obvious political sup¬ 
port of Helms over African- 
American challenger Harvey 
Gantt. 

False witness? 

Brown cited what he called 
“Graham’s history of duplicitous 
actions on civil rights and social 
justice,” saying, “He used the same 
egregious insult as supporters of 
Prop. 209 by using Martin Luther 
King’s words in a recent Parade 
magazine article. King was listed 


Graham in all future crusades. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Amos Brown, pastor of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Third Baptist Church, held 
a November 3 press conference 
with other African-American 
ministers, which was attended by 
the state and national chairs of the 
NAACP and San Francisco Mayor 
Willie Brown. As they released 
copies of a letter written to Gra¬ 
ham withdrawing their support,

Adoption 'Reg Da/ Saturday 

SF adoptee and mom, 
both lesbians, glad to 
have found each other

S an Francisco adoptee Deb¬ 
orah Smith had been 
searching for her birth- 
mother for several years, and 
when the two first spoke last Jan¬ 
uary they were in for a big sur¬ 
prise: mother and daughter are 
both lesbians. 

Smith, who just turned 36, cel¬ 
ebrated her birthday with Joyce 
Jones, her birthmother, who came 
to the city from New Hampshire 
for the celebration held Saturday, 
November 9. Smith recalled the 
moment when she and Jones 
learned each is a lesbian. Initially, 
Smith said she didn’t want Jones 
to know she’s gay because she 
feared abandonment after a 
search Smith began over three 
years ago. 

But as the two talked on the 
phone last January, they discussed 
their personal lives. Jones told 
Smith that she wasn’t married and 
lived with a roommate. That com¬ 
ment raised Smith’s curiosity, she 
said. Smith told her mother that 
she wasn’t married either. Then 
Jones asked Smith why she didn’t 
have children. 

“She said, ‘Is it because you’re 
gay?’ I said, ‘Yes.’ And she said, ‘So 
am I,”’ Smith told the B.A.R. 

The story of Smith and Jones 
is a happy one involving adoptees 
who search for their birthparents. 
Other adoptees or birthparents 
can take part in the second annu¬ 
al International Search Registra¬ 
tion Day that takes place Saturday, 
November 16 with registration 
sites in several Bay Area cities. 

The event is being organized 
by the Adoption Search Registra¬ 
tion Coalition, a group of people 
who have been touched by adop¬ 
tion, said coalition member Laura 
Ingram. She added that Novem¬ 
ber is National Adoption Month. 

Ingram said volunteers will be 
on hand at the sites on “Reg Day,” 
as it’s known, to help as many 
people as possible register with 
the International Soundex Re¬ 
union Registry (ISRR), a free, 
nonprofit, mutual consent reg¬ 
istry. ISRR gets hold of adults who 
desire contact or reunion with 
their birth families. Ingram said 
thousands of people registered 
last year and many matches were 
made. 

At the sites, ISRR will have reg¬ 
istration forms available, along 
with lists of local search and sup¬ 
port groups, booklists, and other 
resources for all of those touched 
by adoption. Adoptees, birthpar¬ 
ents and adoptive parents who 
support more openness and hon¬ 
esty in adoption policy will staff 
the sites, Ingram explained. 

“They will be available to share 
their experiences with those who 
may be thinking about searching 
but don’t know how to start, as 
well as people afraid of being re¬ 
jected or concerned about priva¬ 
cy issues,” Ingram stated. 

No shame or secrecy 

She said that attitudes and 
practices surrounding adoption 
are evolving, and the often-felt 


shame and secrecy of earlier years 
is dissolving under today’s social 
standards and the growing recog¬ 
nition of the psychological im¬ 
portance of knowing one’s identi¬ 
ty- 

“Adoptees need their medical 
history, often urgently, and all 
parties need truth and informa¬ 
tion about the past,” Ingram said. 
“Search and reunion, many are 
finding, can often offer new be¬ 
ginnings.” 

That point is aptly illustrated 
by the story of Smith and Jones. 
Before this year, Smith said that 
birthdays were an especially diffi¬ 
cult time for her. She said she was 
also discouraged from looking for 
her birthmother by her adoptive 
family. However, she persevered 
and started searching consistent¬ 
ly in 1993. Jones is glad Smith 
kept looking for her. 

“It’s truly wonderful to be re¬ 
united,” Jones told the B.A.R., 
adding she came out to San Fran-

to closing sex clubs across the 
board. In response to a question 
about whether the city recognizes 
commercial sex clubs as legitimate 
business entities, Katz replied that 
the clubs are indeed legal estab¬ 
lishments that operate under gen¬ 
eral business licenses issued by the 
tax collector’s office (the proposed 
legislation would have created a 
special category of licenses specif¬ 
ically for sex clubs). 

Not a stick 

Mike Housh of Ammiano’s of¬ 
fice stated that “Tom never viewed 
the legislation as a ‘stick,’” but 
rather as “a way to engage club 
operators and prevention educa¬ 
tors in creating a positive model.” 
Housh said that Ammiano had 
not yet decided whether to pursue 
the formal legislation despite the 
opposition of the mayor and the 
health department. Ammiano is, 
however, “committed to the 
process” and wants to continue to 
work with the CHS. Edward 
Goehring, a CHS member and 
operator of LINKS play parties, 
emphasized that even if the legis¬ 
lation is ultimately not enacted, 
the process of its development 
“has not been wasted” and that 
“places are already safer now be¬ 
cause they knew the legislation 
was coming.” 

If the legislation is put before 
the Board of Supervisors, an op¬ 
portunity for public comment is 
mandated. This is not required in 
the case of DPH regulations. Sev¬ 
eral members of the gay commu¬ 
nity have expressed their desire to 
make their feelings known on the 
sex club issue, as indicated by a re¬ 
cent flurry of letters in the queer 
press. Brad Grant, owner of Blow 
Buddies, stated that the lack of in¬ 
formation to date about club reg¬ 
ulation has left the community 
“very confused” and allowed ru-

mors to flourish. Buzz Bense, 
owner of Club Eros, agreed that 
“the process has not served the 
community well so far,” and ob¬ 
served that the community has 
“reacted hysterically” because of 
this omission. 

He emphasized that it was im¬ 
portant to hear from the commu¬ 
nity on the “larger issue of how to 
keep the community healthy 
while still respecting sexual free¬ 
dom.” Bense suggested that the 
CHS needs to hear alternative 
suggestions and points of view 
that “those in the small world of 
HIV prevention” might not have 
thought of. 

Sodomy on display 

Among the community mem¬ 
bers attending the meeting was 
Michael Petrelis, who condemned 
the proposed legislation and 
called for a reopening of bath¬ 
houses in San Francisco. Noting 
that he “does not like to engage in 
sodomy while on display,” Petrelis 
called for venues where patrons 
can spend time in a pleasant com¬ 
munity environment with ade¬ 
quate sanitary facilities and pri¬ 
vate rooms. 

“Gay men do not need more 
governmental interference in our 
sex lives,” Petrelis stated. “We need 
honest AIDS education for every¬ 
one, regardless of where they are 
having sex. Mature gay men can 
make sexual decisions behind 
closed doors.” Several gay bath¬ 
houses were closed in the early 
1980s amid intense community 
controversy. 

Katz stated that there was no 
city policy against bathhouses per 
se, and that the previous closures 
had been abatements of specific 
clubs that were hazards to public 
health. Katz stated that he consid¬ 
ers closed, unobservable cubicles 
to be unsafe, and would not allow 
them. Bathhouses would be al¬ 
lowed, he said, if all spaces could 
be monitored and they followed 
the same guidelines that will apply 
to sex clubs. 

Several attendees at Tuesday’s 
meeting objected to any kind of 
regulation that attempts to regu¬ 


late the sexual activity of respon¬ 
sible, consenting adults. Paul Cot- 
ten of the Steamworks bathhouse 
in Berkeley (which would not be 
governed by the regulations pro¬ 
posed for San Francisco) “feel[s] 
strongly that there is no data to 
show that monitoring promotes 
safe sex” and that “closed rooms 
don’t cause unprotected sex.” He 
opposes taking responsibility 
away from adults, and stated that 
“by sending in the sex police, 
we’re not doing anything posi¬ 
tive.” Gotten believes that ongo¬ 
ing, proactive education to pro¬ 
mote long-term behavior change 
is the key, not regulating sexual 
activity. 

In contrast, Constantine, a 
manager at the Power Exchange, 
claimed that speaking from his 
experience at the club, men can¬ 
not be expected always to act re¬ 
sponsibly. “If you don’t want to 
wear a condom,” he said “don’t 
come to my club.” Richard Car- 
razza, a community member, stat¬ 
ed that he did not object to pri¬ 
vate club owners making rules for 
their clubs, but rather objected to 
the government making such 
rules for all clubs. 

Arguments in favor 

Sex educator and Queen of 
Heaven party operator Carol 
Queen pointed out that part of 
the initial motivation for the sex 
club legislation was to protect 
club owners and party operators 
from harassment by city authori¬ 
ties, noting that many antiquated 
morality laws are still on the 
books. Mike Powers, owner of the 
two Power Exchange clubs on 
Harrison and Otis streets - one a 
primarily gay club and the other 
primarily heterosexual - spoke in 
favor of formal legislation. Powers 
feels that he needs such legislation 
to “keep other city agencies at 
bay,” pointing out that since the 
sex club story hit the press, his 
clubs have been visited twice by 
city authorities; in one case the 
fire department cited him for hav¬ 
ing more than 49 people in a 
40,000-square-foot space. Formal

fter an estimated 450 people 
attended the Mayor’s Breast 
Cancer Summit in the city 
Saturday, November 9, organizers 
said the conference definitely met 
its goal of focusing more public 
attention on the disease and its 
documented rise among women 
in the Bay Area. 

Speakers and panelists ad¬ 
dressed many issues during the 
day-long forum at Yerba Buena 
Theater, including available treat¬ 
ment options, access to screening 
tests and healthcare, and breast 
cancer’s unexplained rise in the 
region. New studies that were pre¬ 
sented did show, however, that 


this year. National figures show 

184.300 women will be diagnosed 
with breast cancer in 1996, and 

44.300 of those will die from it. Sta¬ 
tistics like these are what prompt¬ 
ed Mayor Willie Brown and Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez, director of 
health, to convene the summit. 

“This program reflects the di¬ 
versity of San Francisco breast 
cancer survivors and advocates,” 
Brown said. “Their messages to 
policy makers and health care 
providers are critical.” 

Eileen Shields, a spokeswoman 
for the Department of Public 
Health, noted Brown has held 
three summits since taking office, 
including one on healthcare. 
However, officials decided there 
was a specific need for the issue of

when communities in other cities 
are matched with the Bay Area, 
breast cancer rates are similar. 

Epidemiologists aren’t sure 
why breast cancer rates have gone 
up. There are five variables known 
to be associated with breast can¬ 
cer: the woman’s median house¬ 
hold income, her racial/ethnic 
composition, the number of chil¬ 
dren born, whether she resides in 
urban or rural housing, and her 
level of education. 

But there’s not agreement on 
this either. Some known risk fac¬ 
tors, such as family and reproduc¬ 
tion history, account for less than 
half of all diagnoses, leaving re¬ 
searchers puzzled. 

Locally, the disease is estimated 
to strike 4,000 Bay Area women 


breast cancer to be addressed. 
Survivors, advocates, policy mak¬ 
ers, researchers, and members of 
the healthcare and scientific com¬ 
munities all took part in the sum¬ 
mit. About 100 members of the 
public also attended, Shields said. 

“There was an amazing 
amount of response from the 
public,” Shields told the B.A.R. “It 
was everything we hoped for and 
more. It was so moving, such an 
incredible day. During the living 
with breast cancer segment, you 
could hear a pin drop in the room 
as women detailed experiences of 
living with breast cancer.”

legislation will help prevent city 
agencies other than the DPH 
from “running amok” and “play¬ 
ing games with the clubs,” Powers 
said. 

Cotten of the Steamworks 
noted that in the absence of for¬ 
mal legislation, club operators 
must rely on the sense and good¬ 
will of politicians and public 
health officials. He wondered 
what recourse sex clubs would 
have if a more conservative city 
administration comes into power 
and attempts to close clubs and 
enforce dated morality laws. 
Goehring noted that while the 
proposed legislation would have 
“leveled the playing field” for club 
owners, it would not have super¬ 
seded or negated any existing 
laws. He claimed that the recent 
Power Exchange raids were “in¬ 
dicative of what hysteria can lead 
to.” While in the absence of legis¬ 
lation clubs are “at the mercy of 


political changes,” Goehring said, 
legislation itself “will not protect 
us from repression or from petty 
bureaucratic incompetence.” 

CHS members agreed that if 
formal legislation is not passed, 
other means must be developed 
to reduce arbitrary actions against 
sex clubs by city authorities, in 
particular the police and fire de¬ 
partments. Police department li¬ 
aison Robert Bernardo of SAFE 
proposed that meetings between 
CHS members and area police 
captains might improve relations 
and decrease actions against the 
clubs. Powers suggested that law¬ 
suits may be necessary, noting 
that he is “willing to spend a lot of 
money to make sure we’re left 
alone.” 

Bense stated that the key to re¬ 
ducing harassment of sex clubs is 
for the club operators and the 
community to “not put up with 
it” and to “raise a fuss every time 
someone’s rights are trampled on. 
The moment we stop shouting 
about rights is the moment they 
vanish.” ▼

j§ want to talk to you about the 
ideological climate of the 
m country because the election 
process sets the tone for what is 
possible and not possible,” said 
Melinda Paras, outgoing executive 
director of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF). Her 
comments came at a forum at the 
9th annual Creating Change con¬ 
ference sponsored by NGLTF in 
Washington, DC. 

After the 1994 election, Paras 
said, “the concept of liberalism 
was considered to be antiquated, 
historically dead, and politically 
irrelevant. What we see this year is 
a modification of that mood, but 
not a complete roll-back.” 

“Explicit hateful, racist, and 
anti-gay attacks are out,” she de¬ 
clared. However, the election and 
the stands the president took 
“have created an atmosphere 
where the catch-up work” will be 
difficult to attain. 

“Our strengths are employ¬ 
ment non-discrimination, our 
weaknesses are marriages and 
children.” She suggested that “now 
is a good time to start pushing for 
fairer benefits policies” for federal

ployment policy in line with that 
of the most progressive compa¬ 
nies in the private sector. 

For Daniel Zingale, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), “Tuesday’s 
election results proved that when 
you use fairness as the issue, you 
win. Blatant gay bashing doesn’t 
play out.” 

He cited “one of the cleverest 
pieces of direct mail I’ve ever 
seen,” a wedding invitation with 
a picture of two grooms and the 
charge that candidate “X” was 
responsible for the voter paying 
for this same-sex marriage. 
“What is remarkable is that it 
didn’t work. However people 
feel about gay marriage, they 
don’t like using it, pretending it 
is on the forefront of every¬ 
body’s agenda and using it to 
scapegoat one group of people.” 

Zingale believes that the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination 
Act (ENDA) can be passed in the 


next Congress as “a very impor¬ 
tant step and a down payment on 
full civil rights.” He pointed to 
conservative Republican Gordon 
Smith, the new Senator from Ore¬ 
gon, who “in the final days of the 
campaign, when he was trying to 
prove he wasn’t an extremist, he 
endorsed ENDA.” ENDA starts 
with 47 firm votes in the Senate. 

However, Zingale’s opposition 
to rewriting ENDA to include 
transgender people raised some 
ire among conference partici¬ 
pants. He described the three-year 
gauntlet ENDA had run - first 
gaining support of the Leadership 
Conference on Civil Rights (a 
coalition of 180 civil rights orga¬ 
nizations), endorsement by the 
president, and bipartisan support 
in Congress. He concluded, “I 
think to amend ENDA in any sig¬ 
nificant way at this point means 
that you go back three years and 
start over with the civil rights

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'Take me to your leader" department: 

Kerry Lobel turns heads at NGLTF

C reating Change” is the an¬ 
nual training conference 
run by the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF). 
Last week (November 8-10) a 
record number of activists, more 
than 2,500, united in Washington, 
DC for three days of seminars and 
workshops. 

The Task Force has also been 
creating change of its own, when 
it recently announced that deputy 
director Kerry Lobel will step up 
to become its executive director 
on December 1. 

Lobel grew up in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley, but she is definitely 
not your stereotypical “Valley 
Girl.” True, at 43 there is an easy 
laugh and shoulder-length chest¬ 
nut hair, but there is also a rigor 
to her thought and a matter-of- 
fact intensity at her core which is 
pure activist. 

Just beyond the silver six- 
pointed “Deputy” badge that 
marks her office door, a life-size 
cardboard cut-out of Dorothy, 
Toto, and the Cowardly Lion 
greets you. It is a bittersweet re¬ 
minder of family tradition, fun, 
and tragedy, taken from her 
brother’s office this summer after 
his suicide. 

Blood Sport, that recounting of 
Whitewater misdeeds so popular 
in the nation’s capitol, lies on the 
desk. It was her companion dur¬ 
ing jury duty the previous day, 


and evoked strong memories of 
ten years in Arkansas prior to 
joining the Task Force. 

BR: [NGLTF Communications Di¬ 
rector] Robert [Bray] and I 
talked a little last night and he 
suggested a question, I'm asking 
this on his behalf. 

KL: Oh my god. 

Do you identify as butch or 
femme? 

[Mutual laughter] Did he know 
the answer to the question? 

We talked about it a little bit. 

On the butch/femme scale I defi¬ 
nitely identify as a butch. There is 
no question about it. People al¬ 
ways tease me about it, I’m not 
sure why. I come from a tradition 
where when I came out the femi¬ 
nist movement was really very 
adamant that there was no such 
thing as butch or femme, that 
everyone was exactly the same. 
Which I never found to be com¬ 
pletely true. So I would definitely 
say that I’m a butch. Proud to be. 

What shaped your politics? 

I came out in 1971 on the UCLA 
campus at a time when the femi¬ 
nist and anti-war movements 
were very vibrant there. Most of 
the people I knew were lesbians, 
there was really not the kind of 


stigma that many people have 
coming out. 

In my own family it was much 
more difficult, they were upset. I 
knew that they would be, but I 
didn’t anticipate how difficult it 
would be. We were estranged for 
many years, and the message from 
them was that I couldn’t, should¬ 
n’t bring my full self to my fami¬ 
ly’s table. It was very, very difficult. 
But I’m very grateful that over a 
period of time that changed, they 
became more accepting of my les¬ 
bian identity. 

In the last few years you've lost 
both your brother and your fa¬ 
ther. That's a tough load to han¬ 
dle. 

It is a tough load to handle. I was 
very fortunate that when my fa¬ 
ther died we had a very clean rela¬ 
tionship. The unintended conse¬ 
quence of my father’s death, 
which was from an accident, was 
that it really forced my mother 
and myself into much more close¬ 
ness. Sometimes it takes a tragedy. 

Then my brother died this year 
in June, it was and it is a very 
painful thing. So it was very im¬ 
portant to me that my mother be 
there for me around this job. I’m 
not sure it would be her choice 
that I would lead a national gay 
and lesbian organization, but 
there it is. On the one hand it is, 
well why do you have to do that? 
And on the other hand, let me 
keep your scrapbook. 


Yes, the old tension, don't let the 
neighbors know, but I'm proud of 
you. What drew you to battered 
women's issues? 

Sometimes you are in a place at a 
particular period of time when 
something falls in your lap. I hap¬ 
pened to be sitting in the 
Women’s Resource Center at 
UCLA one day, and a staff mem¬ 
ber came in who had been abused 
by a husband or partner, and 
needed a resource. 

I love battered women’s issues 
because you can talk about abuse, 
you can talk about housing, child 
care, welfare, raise economics. You 
can’t talk about women’s abuse 
without the matrix. So it really 
framed my politics that I was 
working on an issue that connect¬ 
ed with so many other issues. 

How did you end up in Arkansas? 

I followed love, followed adven¬ 
ture. Moved there in 1984, did 
some consulting, edited a book 
[on battered women]. I love 
Arkansas. It was everything that, 
as an organizer, was perfect. It was 
accessible. It was, have an idea and 
encourage people to come along. 
There weren’t the type of turf is¬ 
sues that I experienced in South¬ 
ern California. 

I started working for the 
women’s project, did a lot of HIV 
and AIDS work with women 
working as prostitutes, prisoners, 


a lot of technical assistance with 
women’s organizations. Helped 
support and nurture gay and les¬ 
bian organizations. I was able to 
fill my plate with lots of different 
issues that made connections and 
linkages. 

I was about to go on a six 
month paid sabbatical and decid¬ 
ed to go to Creating Change in 
Dallas. I thought it would be a 
great place to meet people, see 
what was happening, and think 
about what I wanted to do with 
my life. 

I found out the Task Force was 
going to hire Melinda [Paras] and 
she was looking for a deputy. And 
I said, that would be fun. I didn’t 
know her from anybody. Went 
there, we met, connected fairly 
well. And I moved here the first of 
January [1995]. 

Was it what you expected? 

No, not at all. 

How was it different? 

I didn’t know when I came here 
that I would spend so much time 
being the internal person. I had 
always been much more the exter¬ 
nal person. I knew I was coming 
in to do the day-to-day, but I did¬ 
n’t realize how hard that would be 
for me as a person, to be the in¬ 
side person as opposed to the out¬ 
side person. 

I really didn’t understand what 
the pace of work would be. I liter-

ally walked in the door, I had got¬ 
ten off the plane and had my bags 
in hand, the phone rang and 
someone said, could you take this 
call. And I never stopped after 
that. I had worked nights doing 
prison work, but I never really 
had a job where every minute of 
every day I was completely on the 
run. That surprised me. 

It sounds like the transition to ex¬ 
ecutive director is a homecoming 
of sorts. 

It is. When I left Southern Cali¬ 
fornia I was very clear, I was never 
being an executive director again. 


It is too much responsibility. And 
then I realized when I came to the 
Task Force as deputy that you 
have as much responsibility for 
people’s lives, but you don’t have 
the control. 

Melinda and I have had a won¬ 
derful relationship, but at the 
same time, when you have been 
an executive director you know 
what you would do. I know how 
to do the public stuff, I know how 
to ask for money. Clearly now I 
know all the program, the people, 
the board and staff. 

You mentioned that wonderful 
word "control." How will things 


be different with you as executive 
director? 

I hope that people will see more 
visibility for the Task Force. I’m 
much more interested in figuring 
out a way to do visibility, public 
stuff, and making sure the inter¬ 
nal stuff is in sync. 

There will be more campaign¬ 
ing around specific issues, devel¬ 
oping linkages with allies in our 
struggle for social justice, doing 
that in a visible way that supports 
local and state organizing. 

Some people say the Task Force 
has an identity crisis. Do you 
think that is a fair assessment? 

I think our mission is clear. 
Whether we have made that clear 
in a visible way, I don’t know. The 
Task Force is a progressive organi¬ 
zation that works the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, transgender community 
to make social change. We do that 
through a number of vehicles, 
primarily by strengthening local 
and state organizations. 

Now people may have a hard 
time with that agenda, they may 
not agree with that agenda, and 
we may not always be as effective 
as I would like us to be in moving 
a progressive social change agen¬ 
da. But I think that people gener¬ 
ally know that is what we are 
about. 

Some have criticized NGLTF for 
dropping programs like anti-vio¬ 
lence. 

We never stopped doing anti-vio¬ 
lence organizing, what changed 
was a one-person, one-project ap¬ 
proach. Now as people think 
back, ‘Oh, wasn’t it great when we 
had so-and-so doing anti-vio¬ 


lence or campus organizing?’ 
Well, yes, unless they were off that 
day, or sick, or on travel. As a local 
organizer in Arkansas I often 
found myself doing anti-violence 
work, needing to have some basic 
information, calling the Task 
Force and not being able to get it 
because that person was gone. 
Now anyone who calls here can 
get the info they need. 

What we are going to be doing 
next year is working with organiz¬ 
ers at the local and state levels to 
develop issue campaigns that help 
move an agenda. We can develop 
PSAs, ad slicks, make information 
accessible to them, other re¬ 
sources so they don’t have to start 
over. People will see much more 
issue advocacy in more integrated 
campaigns in areas of anti-vio¬ 
lence, issues related to sodomy, 
and family issues. 

Also, I really want the Task 
Force to build relationships with 
faith-based communities. That is 
really important to me and to our 
movement organizationally. 
There are many queer people in 
traditional denominations and we 
have many queer denominations 
as well. They are not in dialog 
with each other and they are not 
in dialog with national political 
organizations. Many of them have 
a progressive agenda. 

To some people, that would seem 
incongruous because of the Task 
Force's strong feminist anti-patri¬ 
archy tradition, and the tradition¬ 
al view of organized religion as 
being a patriarchal nature and 
structure. How would you con¬ 
vince them this makes sense? 

Living in the South as I did for ten 
years, most of the people that I 


knew were connected with some 
faith-based community. It was a 
source of important strength to 
them, and joy and hope. And their 
struggle was to bring their full self 
there. If we want people to be able 
to live a full life, then we have to 
work with them to find that full 
life where they find it, not where 
someone else in Washington, DC, 
or LA, or New York thinks they 
should find it. 

Many of these denominations 
gave birth to the civil rights move¬ 
ment. People of faith know that a 
very real and authentic struggle 
for social change is happening 
within their denominations. It is 
where some of the hardest issues 
of our time are being hashed out. 
So people who go to synagogue, or 
go to church, or worship in other 
ways already understand that fun¬ 
damental shift is happening. 

Our job is to be able to have 
people bring their whole selves to 
the table and not feel that to be a 
gay person they have to settle for 
less, or that they have to be like 
everyone else. 

We have to figure out a way to 
honor our experience and never 
forget the hurt that many of us 
had inflicted on us. But at the 
same time we have to work for a 
society in which other people 
don’t have to put up with that. 

Get over it, move on. 

The way that we move on is not to 
feel better as individual people, it 
is to change the institutions that 
rule our lives. They are going to 
take profound changing and chal¬ 
lenging. I think the Task Force un¬ 
derstands that has to be a multi¬ 
faceted and multi-issue approach, 
no one way can work. ▼

role on gay and AIDS issues. The 
retirement of many ranking con¬ 
servative Democrats, particularly 
from the South, removed that 
moderating element within the 
party caucus. 

Liberals in denial 

Two years ago when Republi¬ 
cans won control of both Houses 
of Congress for the first time in 
four decades, most liberal and gay 
groups practiced what many 
called denial. They decided to 
“tough it out” until this aberra¬ 
tion passed and Democrats re¬ 
turned to power. 

Their strategy in 1996 was not 
to play the interest group game of 
contributing to candidates of 
both parties but to place their fi¬ 
nancial and organizational sup¬ 
port overwhelmingly behind De¬ 
mocrats. They lost the bet and 
now must face the increased irri¬ 
tation of Republicans. 

Perhaps one can “tough it out” 
for two years, but not forever. His¬ 
tory tells us that the party of the 
President suffers their greatest 
congressional losses in the second 
mid-term election, after he has 
been in the White House six years. 
Thus it seem almost inevitable 
that Republican control of Con¬ 
gress not only will be maintained 
in the 1998 election, it will be 
strengthened. 

Our national organizations 
claim to be nonpartisan or bipar¬ 
tisan. In truth, they have worked 
primarily with Democrats. That 
will not be enough these next four 
years. Their options are stark. One 
is simply to put the national leg¬ 
islative agenda of the lesbian and 
gay community on hold until De¬ 
mocrats regain Congress. The 
other is to become truly biparti¬ 
san, with a balanced approach 
representing the interests of the 
gay and lesbian community be¬ 
fore both parties. 

It is a daunting challenge, per¬ 
haps even more difficult than it 
would have been two years ago. 
But there is little option. T

ing voice among the House Re¬ 
publican leadership. Any successor 
team would likely be more 
amenable to the programs of so¬ 
cial conservatives. 

Gunderson’s retirement re¬ 
moves one of the most effective 
voices on gay and lesbian issues in 
the Republican caucus, on the 
floor of the House, and in build¬ 
ing bipartisan ties with Democ¬ 
rats. He will be sorely missed. So 
too will the retiring Gerry Studds 
(D-Massachusetts), another effec¬ 
tive advocate who could work 
with Republicans on some issues. 

Barney Frank (D-Massachu- 
setts) remains as an openly gay 
member of the House and one of 
its most facile debaters on the 
floor. But his strength and tem¬ 
perament is that of a highly parti¬ 
san Democrat, not a bipartisan 
consensus builder. The other re¬ 
maining openly gay member is the 
newly outed and acknowledged 
Jim Kolbe (R-Arizona). His past 
record and legislative interests do 
not encourage one to believe he 
will fill the existing leadership vac¬ 
uum on gay and lesbian issues. 

Compounding this is the in¬ 
creased polarization of the two 
parties along geographic and 
philosophical lines. House Re¬ 
publicans have become even more 
dominated by social conservatives 
from the South. The seeming 
whisker-thin defeat of Peter Tork- 
ildsen (R-Massachusetts) re¬ 
moved one of the few Republican 
voices willing to take a leadership 


Nunn to Pentagon?

T he name of Sam Nunn is grinding out of the Washington 
rumor mill to become either Secretary of Defense or State in 
the second Clinton administration. The retiring Democratic 
Senator from Georgia was a leading opponent of gays in the military. 

Michelle Benecke and Dixon Osburn with the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network began mobilizing opposition to the rumor 
on November 7. SLDN is urging the community to contact the 
White House expressing opposition to a Nunn appointment 
Daniel Zingale, political director of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC), said the group has told the administration that “Sam 
Nunn is a highly undesirable Secretary of State or anything else. 
He is an unacceptable Secretary of Defense. 

“He has not repented in any way from his position on gays in 
the military, he just doesn’t get it,” the lobbyist said. Nunn had ex¬ 
plained his opposition to gays in the military by calling the situa¬ 
tion unique. But he later voted against the Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act (ENDA). “So he has an ax to grind,” charged Zin¬ 
gale. “At a minimum, the administration has to stop the witch 
hunts,” and Sam Nunn is not the man to do that. 

Nunn is believed to have long coveted the job of Secretary of 
Defense. As chairman of the Senate Armed Services Committee for 
many years he certainly has the paper credentials. It was from that 
position that he led opposition to President Clinton’s 1993 attempt 
to lift the ban on gays and lesbians serving openly in the military. 

That defeat was the first and one of the deepest political hu¬ 
miliations Clinton suffered. Thus it seems highly unlikely that the 
President would be masochistic enough to honor the Senator with 
an appointment to his inner circle of advisers. The White House 
values loyalty above most other criteria, and on that count, Nunn 
does not measure up. 

As Zingale noted, “The appointment of Sam Nunn as Secretary 
of Defense would raise the issue of gays in the military in the first 
100 days of the administration. Which is something they have been 
through and probably don’t want to go through again.” ▼

L esbians and gays may soon 
look back at the departing 
Republican Congress with 
fondness, for the next one has the 
potential to be much less friendly 
to their concerns. 

The Senate has been the more 
amicable chamber. But some of the 
most supportive Republican mem¬ 
bers will not be there come Janu¬ 
ary, people like Mark Hatfield, Bill 
Cohen, Nancy Kassebaum, and 
even Bob Dole. While Dole cer¬ 
tainly was not a champion of gay 
rights, he showed little inclination 
to advance the gay-bashing social 
agenda of the religious right as the 
business of the Senate. His succes¬ 
sor, Trent Lott, has shown no such 
reticence, having appeared in an 
anti-gay video. And the new Re¬ 
publican Senators are on the whole 
more socially conservative than 
those they replace. 

The situation in the House is, 
if anything, more discouraging. 
Newt Gingrich tended to limit 
anti-gay activities because he saw 
them as distracting from his prin¬ 
cipal concerns, which have an 
economic and libertarian bent. 

He also had the able counsel of 
Steve Gunderson (R-Wisconsin) 
to both alert him to anti-gay im¬ 
plications of bills and argue for a 
different course of action. Gun¬ 
derson will no longer be there, and 
it is questionable if Gingrich will 
even remain as Speaker because of 
unresolved ethics charges. Believe

i hree openly gay candidates 
in the East Bay were winners 
in the November 5 election, 
and a fourth will probably be in a 
runoff next month for a seat on 
the Berkeley City Council. 

Kriss Worthington and three- 
term incumbent Carla Wood- 
worth appear headed for a runoff 
election on December 3 to deter¬ 
mine who will represent Berkeley’s 
District 7, primarily college stu¬ 
dents around Telegraph Avenue.

Vasco takes on senior 
issues in Sacramento

ormer Assemblymember and 
now State Senator John Vas- 
concellos will continue his 
advocacy on AIDS, economic de¬ 
velopment, and higher education, 
but will add senior citizens’ con¬ 
cerns to his agenda in Sacramento. 

“With the retirement of Henry 
Mello there is no one to take up the 
slack on senior issues,” said Rand 
Martin, Vasconcellos’ chief of staff. 
Vasconcellos’s district has a large 
number of senior citizens, and mi¬ 
nority groups are increasingly cit¬ 
ing their groups’ senior issues. 

“We can include gay and les¬ 
bian seniors in that category,” said 
Sacramento’s Lambda Communi¬ 
ty Center President Joe Lenihan. 
“The Stonewall generation is 
reaching the age, and unlike pre¬ 
vious generations, they’re highly 
visible and active. 

“Our institutions are begin¬ 
ning to have to respond to an in¬ 
creasingly visible senior commu¬ 
nity, as well to the youth commu¬ 
nity,” Lenihan said. 

Martin said Vasconcellos’ first 


year in the Senate will mostly be in¬ 
volved with economics and funding. 

“For seniors, [we’re] dealing 
with the impact of financial issues 
for nursing services as the num¬ 
bers of seniors increase,” he told 
the B.A.R. “As for AIDS, most pol¬ 
icy issues are in place, but funding 
issues will continue to be played 
out in a hostile environment - 
with AIDS, things are going to 
change as the disease becomes 
more chronic and manageable 
than immediate. 

“Also,” Martin said, “the sena¬ 
tor will continue his involvement 
in the budget for higher educa¬ 
tion, playing off his Assembly suc¬ 
cesses in keeping fees from being 
increased. He is committed to 
having the most accessible, most 
diverse, premiere education sys¬ 
tem in the nation.” 

According to Martin, Vasconcel¬ 
los is looking forward to a substan¬ 
tive and active first year in the Senate. 

“After all,” he said, “we’re not 
talking about a stereotypical 
‘freshman.’ John is bringing vast 
experience end knowledge to the 
Senate - he’s a well-respected leg¬ 
islator.” ▼

If Worthington has enough 
votes after remaining ballots are 
counted, the runoff ballots that 
are mailed back to the city will not 
be counted, city officials said. The 
vote-by-mail election is expected 
to save the city $10,000. 

In another East Bay race, vot¬ 
ers overwhelmingly returned in¬ 
cumbent Tom Brougham to an¬ 
other term on the Peralta Com¬ 
munity College District Board of 
Trustees. With all 82 precincts re¬ 
porting, Brougham received 
14,097 votes while his challenger, 
Harold Pierre, garnered only 
7,890 votes. Brougham has served 
on the college board since 1987 
and was the first openly gay elect¬ 
ed public official in the East Bay. 

Candidate Danny Wan was 
successful in his run for a seat on 
the East Bay Municipal Utility 
District (EBMUD) Board of Di¬ 
rectors. With all 124 precincts re¬ 
porting, Wan got 14,635 votes, 
followed by challengers Gerard 
Falzone with 13,955 votes, and 
Robert Arnold with 6,748 votes. 
Wan’s campaign focused on up¬ 
grading EBMUD’s facilities, and 
he had the endorsement of outgo¬ 
ing board member Nancy Nadel.

rejected the claim. 

Lee’s argument was “not per¬ 
suasive to me, and was not persua¬ 
sive to the jury,” Tang said.

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els sufficient to prevent HIV 
replication, the 600 mg. dose has 
a much higher initial peak con¬ 
centration than the lower dose. 
The peak concentration of a 
drug, which occurs shortly after 
the drug is taken, allows it to pen¬ 
etrate “sanctuary” areas discussed 
above. Therefore, the higher peak 
concentration of indinavir that 
occurs when it is taken with 
delavirdine may provide clinical 
benefit by helping to eliminate 
these sanctuaries. 

Some researchers believe that 
the peak that occurs after one 
takes indinavir, with or without 
delavirdine, is responsible for in¬ 
dinavir’s tendency to cause 
nephrolithiasis (kidney stones). 
The 400 mg. dose provides a 
lower peak concentration, there¬ 
by reducing drug penetration and 
the potential for the development 
of kidney stones. Patients are left 
with a choice: take the higher and 
potentially more effective dose, or 
the lower and potentially safer 
dose. Unfortunately, no studies 
have yet been conducted to com¬ 
pare the safety and efficacy of 
these two doses. 

No significant interactions 
were seen when delavirdine was 
combined with ritonavir 
(Norvir). 

During the Vancouver AIDS 
conference, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate secured a commitment from 
Pharmacia & Upjohn to inform 


Doubly inhibited: 
advances in combo therapy

uring the past year, the ben- 
i efits and risks of combina¬ 
tion therapy for HIV infec¬ 
tion have drawn considerable at¬ 
tention among researchers, com¬ 
munity groups, and people with 
HIV and AIDS. The September 
1996 ICAAC conference in New 
Orleans and its satellite symposia 
had a number of interesting pre¬ 
sentations on combination ther¬ 
apy. This article will address the 
effect of combining an HIV pro¬ 
tease inhibitor with the NNRTIs 
- non-nucleoside reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitors - delavirdine 
(Rescriptor) or nevirapine (Vira- 
mune); as well as combining two 
protease inhibitors, saquinavir 
(Invirase) and indinavir (Crixi- 
van). 

Delavirdine and 
protease inhibitors 

On September 5, 1996, Phar¬ 
macia & Upjohn issued a letter 
notifying physicians of interac¬ 
tions that occur when combining 
its experimental NNRTI, delavir¬ 
dine, with protease inhibitors. 
Delavirdine, which will be con¬ 
sidered for Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration approval later this 
month, and which is currently 
available through Pharmacia & 
Upjohn’s expanded access pro¬ 
gram, would be the second in the 
new class of anti-HIV drugs to be 
approved. 

This class of drugs is of partic¬ 
ular interest because NNRTIs, 
unlike most other antiviral drugs, 
cross the blood-brain barrier, 
thereby preventing viral replica¬ 
tion in the brain and central ner¬ 
vous system (CNS). Many re¬ 
searchers and AIDS activists be¬ 
lieve that the inability of many 
anti-HIV drugs to effectively pen¬ 
etrate these areas allows the virus 
to have a sanctuary from which it 
can emerge following the with¬ 
drawal of or non-compliance 
with anti-viral therapy. Further, 
high levels of HIV in the CNS 
have been linked to HIV demen¬ 
tia, a condition where the virus 
attacks brain cells, causing neuro¬ 


logical and psychiatric problems. 

According to Pharmacia & 
Upjohn officials, the combination 
of delavirdine with saquinavir led 
to a nearly five-fold increase in 
saquinavir concentration. Since 
many patients take extra 
saquinavir in order to boost 
blood levels, this interaction may 
allow patients to safely achieve 
higher saquinavir blood levels 
while taking less saquinavir. Al¬ 
though only one patient suffered 
significantly elevated liver en¬ 
zymes, Pharmacia & Upjohn rec¬ 
ommends that the liver enzymes 
of patients taking this combina¬ 
tion be carefully monitored for 
the first month of therapy. If 
carefully monitored, this interac¬ 
tion would benefit patients be¬ 
cause higher saquinavir levels are 
believed to more effectively in¬ 
hibit HIV replication. 

When delavirdine was com¬ 
bined with indinavir, the amount 
of indinavir in the blood nearly 
doubled. This has led Pharmacia 
& Upjohn to suggest that patients 
combining indinavir and delavir¬ 
dine may benefit from taking a 
lower dose of indinavir. The com¬ 
pany recommends that persons 
taking indinavir in combination 
with delavirdine take either 400 
or 600 mg. of indinavir three 
times daily, instead of the usual 
800 mg. three times daily. The 
two recommended doses, when 
taken with delavirdine, provide 
90% and 135%, respectively, of 
the blood levels that result from 
the usual 800 mg. dose. 

This recommendation is sup¬ 
ported by Merck, which manu¬ 
factures indinavir. According to 
Kyra Lindemann of Merck’s Pub¬ 
lic Affairs department, “We did 
collaborate with Pharmacia 8c 
Upjohn, they shared the study 
with us, [and] we concur with the 
recommendations to drop to 400 
or 600 [mg. three times daily].” 
She declined to provide, however, 
a recommendation as to which is 
the better dose. 

According to data presented at 
the Pharmacia 8c Upjohn’s satel¬ 
lite symposium at ICAAC, both 
the 400 and 600 mg. doses have 
their respective advantages. While 
both doses provide indinavir lev- 


physicians of the effect of 
combining delavirdine 
with protease in¬ 
hibitors. Following 
several weeks of 
strong urging from 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, Pharmacia 
8c Upjohn sent the letter to physi¬ 
cians and AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions. 

“We’re pleased that Pharmacia 
8c Upjohn took this action to in¬ 
form the AIDS community and 
protect people with AIDS,” com¬ 
mented ACT UP/Golden Gate 
and FDA Antiviral Advisory 
Committee member Bill Thorne. 
“The increasing use of combina¬ 
tion therapy will make drug in¬ 
teractions more common. Drug 
companies should be on notice: 
either they address this issue or 
face the consequences.” 

Because delavirdine can be 
safely used with protease in¬ 
hibitors, delavirdine will likely 
become an important compo¬ 
nent of many patients’ antiviral 
regimens. 

Nevirapine and 
protease inhibitors 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has also 
worked to ensure that Boehringer 
Ingelheim and its subsidiary, 
Roxane Laboratories, address the 
interaction between its anti-HIV 
drug, nevirapine, and other drugs 
such as protease inhibitors and 
oral contraceptives. Nevirapine 


was approved by the 
United States Food and 
Drug Administration 
in June, 1996, and is 
the first NNRTI to be 
approved. 

According to a September 
1996 letter to physicians and data 
presented at its satellite sympo¬ 
sium, a study of nevirapine with 
the protease inhibitor saquinavir 
in HIV-infected volunteers found 
an average 27% decrease in plas¬ 
ma saquinavir levels when the 
two drugs are taken together. The 
company states that the decrease, 
while statistically significant, is 
not cause for concern. Many 
treatment activists consider the 
approved dose of saquinavir al¬ 
ready to be sub-optimal, and that 
further decreases are likely to 
make saquinavir even less effec¬ 
tive. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
other groups have also successful¬ 
ly pressured Boehringer Ingel¬ 
heim to study the effect of nevi¬ 
rapine on oral contraceptives and 
other hormonal drugs. The com¬ 
pany agreed on November 1,1996 
to conduct a study between nevi¬ 
rapine and oral contraceptives. 

The oral contraceptives inter¬ 
action study and letter to physi¬ 
cians follows months of pressure 
from ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
many other groups. Boehringer

ly newsletter with info and up- 
dates on Gay Games activities, 
scholarship opportunities, and 
travel arrangements. Amsterdam 
is a small city, and it’s a good idea 
to make plans now, whether 
you’ll be competing or 
athletically supporting. 
Housing arrangements 
will be made in early 1997, 
but you have to be on Team 
San Francisco to get dis¬ 
counts and be included. Dave 
recommends that ath¬ 
letes start saving now, 
considering that a 
modest budget for the 
week’s activities (Au¬ 
gust 1-9, 1998) will 
come to about $2,000, not includ¬ 
ing tchotske shopping and hash 
bar buffet items. 

If you’ve been thinking about 
getting on a team of your choice, 
or competing individually, now’s 
the time to do it. The advantages 
of pre-registration include getting 
a better chance of placement in 
sports, particularly in those ex¬ 
tremely popular sports like 
Marathon, Bowling, and Ball¬ 
room Dancing. 

Ballroom Dancing? Yes, kids, 
you heard it here. This is definite¬ 
ly going to be a different kind of 
Gay Games, and Ballroom Danc¬ 
ing, that odd mix of terpsichorean 
flair and taste-challenged attire, 
will be included. 

Now, I liked the film Strictly 
Ballroom a lot, and as a former 
professional dancer, I enjoy all 
forms of creative movement. But I 
think the musical stylings and, 
shall we say, ambiance of ball¬ 
room dancing might not be for all 
tastes. What we need are other 
competitive dance events that are 
inclusive of youth and people who 
dance to a different drummer. So 
I’m offering to volunteer my skills 
to head up the first Competitive 
Mosh Pit Team. 

Mosh ado 

Moshing, known in its early 
days as Slam Dancing, is a misun¬ 
derstood combination of sport, 
social activity, antisocial state¬ 
ment, and aerobic activity. Yes, 
you can lose pounds while losing 
your hearing. 

At a recent Tool concert, I 
noted the numerous homoerotic 
exercise opportunities of mosh¬ 
ing, which gave rise to the con¬ 
ception of this sport. In the same 
vein as extreme sports, which in¬ 
clude such activities as taxi wind¬ 
surfing and skyscraper hang-glid¬ 
ing, it has become apparent that 
traditional sports don’t combine 
the needed contemporary thrills 
and chills of fin de siecle culture. 
Thus the practicality of Compet¬ 
itive Moshing. 

Along the lines of a marathon, 
entry contestants will be required 
to don appropriate gear. Long 
frizzy hair is forbidden, since 
many contestants will spend a 
great deal of time mashed in close 
proximity to other contestants. 
And although competitive mosh¬ 
ing is certainly a co-gender sport, 
it has been a tradition for the en¬ 
virons to become less aggressive 
with the presence of women or 
small people of any gender. 

The advantage, however, of 
small weight and size is the rela¬ 
tive increase in potential flying. 
Flying is when someone else 
hoists a mosher up into the 
crowd, with slight forewarning of 
surrounding moshers. Said flyer 
then proceeds to attempt to re¬ 
main above the crowd, with the 
assistance of surrounding mosh¬ 
ers. This is where the true demo¬ 
cratic nature of moshing comes 



in. Even competitive team mem¬ 
bers will always lend a hand, par¬ 
ticularly if said competitor is 
young, attractive, sweaty, and 
semi-nude. Tattoos are a plus. 

On the further subject of los¬ 
ing articles of cloth¬ 
ing: Losing footwear 
can either be a de¬ 
merit or a plus, depending 
on style. Most moshers pre¬ 
fer to wear the traditional 
toed boot (Doc Martin 
is being considered as 
a corporate sponsor), 
but lighter weight 
moshers in the flying 
category often choose 
lighter footwear (Tim- 
berlands) to prevent injury of 
non-flyers. 

Shirt tossing, a necessity after 
several rounds, can gain points 
only if the shirt lands onstage. If a 
musician does anything amusing 
or obscene with said item, further 
points can be gained. 

Bounce and swirl 

In the Advanced level of Stage 
Diving, the usual rules apply. If 
you survive, you get points. 
Weight requirements must be 
met. Anyone over two hundred 
pounds will usually find oppo¬ 
nents and teammates alike run¬ 
ning away from said stage diver. It 
is, after all, a competitive sport. 

Water, food, and stimulants 
should remain in the less active 
recesses of the stage area, but fre¬ 
quent breaks should be allowed to 
further potential social interac¬ 
tion. This is where we get into the 
high end of Experienced Only 
moshing: The Swirl. 

Through a unique combina¬ 
tion of physics, momentum, and 
some psychotic guy who starts it 
all, the usual back-and-forth 
movement that makes for great 
body crunching opens out into a 
swirling mass of people, a small 
eye-of-the-twister centrifugal pit 
of flinging shoving people. While 
violence is in the air, it is usually 
left to interpretive dance, a sort of 
merry-go-round of running, 
skipping, and rolling, depending 
on a mosher’s control. 

Volunteer marshals, who stand 
around the perimeter, are always 
appreciated. Entering the center 
of a Swirl usually feels great, and 
can gain points and prestige. In 
the case of the Free Tibet concert, 
with two stages, an advantage of 
stage design included the mid¬ 
stage walkway, which divided the 
mosh crowd into two swirls, 
which usually rotated in opposing 
directions. It must have been all 
that Buddhist ambiance. 

The divided stage’s runway al¬ 
lowed exhausted athletes to be 
delicately passed up to the caring 
arms of stage security gentlethugs, 
who considerately escorted the 
tired moshers to intimate private 
refreshments with offstage per¬ 
formers; that, or they tossed them 
into the fiery mouth of Moloch. 

Competitive Moshing can also 
be tied into the cultural events at 
Gay Games V, whose theme, by 
the way, is “Friendship,” so brush 
up on your foreign language of 
choice. Per me, ho studiato motto 
bene! I propose that Competitive 
Moshing be added to Gay Games 
V, or VI, which might be taking 
place in Australia, in which case 
the swirls will spin in the opposite 
direction. Y

to respond, I was hit in the back 
of the head,” he recalled. 

Stunned, Rosemond crumpled 
to the ground. When he landed on 
his back, he noticed there were 
two assailants, but the attacker 
who had initially approached him 
did most of the talking. 

“He wanted money. He begged 
for money. He took my pager and 
my watch. They debated whether 
to take my shoes. He pulled out a 
knife and began to try to stab me 
in the stomach, but my hand went 
up and pushed his wrist away 
each time,” Rosemond said. 

“I said, ‘Look, I’m already 
bleeding badly, you don’t want to 
get my blood on you. I have HIV.’ 
That kind of freaked them out. 


but the leader said, ‘Aren’t you 
ready to die already, then?’” 

When the attacker told him to 
turn over, Rosemond knew that 
the assailant was intent on killing 
him, but said he managed to turn 
the roll into a sprint push and to 
run away. 

“I knew they were planning to 
kill me. I ran but I fell down, so I 
got back up and kept running - 
on a twisted ankle,” he said. 

Rosemond managed to make 
it to an apartment complex in the 
vicinity - where an emergency 
medical technician who heard the 
incident from his apartment 
called police and applied first aid. 

The two women police officers 
who responded to the scene “were 
great,” Rosemond said. 

As the officers were taking the 
report, they received a report of a 
similar bat attack in the area, by 


men with the same description. 

Rosemond says that he is still 
in shock over the incident, and 
finds himself unable to stop men¬ 
tally replaying the attack, a com¬ 
mon post-traumatic response to 
violence, experts say. 

The suspects in the incident 
were described as white males in 
their late teens or early 20s. One 
of the attackers was 5’10” and 
weighed about 140-150 pounds, 
with shoulder-length blonde- 
brown hair. He wore a black coat 
adorned with safety pins and 
other dangling items. The second 
suspect was 6’ tall and an estimat¬ 
ed 180 pounds, who wore a skit 
cap and three-quarter-length 
pants. 

“They looked like street kids 
that you always see on Haight 
Street,” Rosemond said. “They 
were very dirty.” ▼

sent this paper copies of the Seat¬ 
tle Human Rights Commission’s 
August 15, 1996 order on appeal 
remanding her case to the Human 
Rights Department for further in¬ 
vestigation. While my source for 
the camping trip story confirms 
she can document that incident, 
I’m happy to correct any factual 
error on my part. 

Until January 30, 1994, the 
Seattle Bisexual Women’s Net¬ 
work’s policy had been to ask 
transsexuals not to attend its 
Monday night coming-out sup¬ 


port group meetings, which were 
“for women who were new to the 
sexual minority community and 
who had felt threatened and over¬ 
whelmed by the overly political 
nature of [SBWNJ’s Sunday night 
support group meetings.” SBWN 
did exclude O’Hartigan from two 
Monday night meetings, but con¬ 
vinced the Human Rights Depart¬ 
ment it had not acted unfairly be¬ 
cause “[o]ne of the exceptions to 
the right of access guaranteed by 
[the non-discrimination statute] 
is where ‘the actions of the person 
seeking full enjoyment of the 
place of public accommodation 
... constitute(s) a risk to property 
or to other persons’” (original el¬ 
lipsis). The Commission found 
the Department had not shown 
by a preponderance of the evi¬ 
dence that this exclusion applied, 
and remanded the complaint. T

out political, and now Graham is 
a machine and his organization is 
a machine. We won’t let that ma¬ 
chine roll over black people, 
women and minorities while he 
takes pictures with those who are 
antithetical to our social, educa¬ 
tional, and economic advance¬ 
ment. 

“Graham has been with that 
same crowd that’s been against 
civil rights. He says he’s apolitical, 
but he’s been in the White House 
rubbing elbows with presidents, 
staying in the Lincoln bedroom 
through every administration I 
can remember. He was inside the 
White House with George Bush 
while Bush’s own pastor was out¬ 
side picketing over the Persian 
Gulf War.” 

Insulting fad 

As for Promise Keepers, Brown 
said the organization, which was 
started by Denver coach Bill (“I 
never had a fag on my football 
team”) McCartney, “is like every 
fad religious movement spawned 
during periods of social and po¬ 
litical crisis.” 

Brown said he became suspi¬ 
cious when McCartney refused to 
answer questions about his fund¬ 
ing sources and members of

calls by AIDS activists, and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s flyering of the 
company’s symposia and promo¬ 
tional meetings. 

Saquinavir and Indinavir 

There has been considerable 
discussion of combining 
saquinavir with another protease 
inhibitor in order to increase bio¬ 
availability (the amount of drug 
that actually reaches the blood¬ 
stream) and antiviral activity. 
While the combination of riton¬ 
avir + saquinavir has received 
considerable attention, some re¬ 
searchers and PWAs have ex¬ 
pressed interest in the combina¬ 
tion of saquinavir and indinavir. 

According to an abstract 
(1002) presented at the ICAAC 
conference, this combination may 
not be a good idea. An in vitro 
(test tube) study of this combina¬ 
tion presented at the conference 
found that the combination was 
much less effective then expected, 
suggesting that the benefit may 
not be worth the cost, inconve¬ 
nience, and potential toxicity. 

The study found that the com¬ 
bined activities of indinavir and 
saquinavir are less than would be 
expected given the activities of 


Promise Keepers board of direc¬ 
tors. The ministerial association 
then withheld support of Promise 
Keepers. 

In addition, Brown described 
the Promise Keepers organization 
as “insulting,” saying, “They did 
not respect traditional black lead¬ 
ership, they went outside the es¬ 
tablished church community to 
seek support for an unbalanced 
program. Just like an airplane 
can’t fly with just one wing, this 
program cannot continue with¬ 
out some commitment to social 
justice and social accountability. 

“The program is simply not 
balanced,” Brown said. “You can 
have a big spiel and videos and 
pack 60,000 men into stadiums 
and you can trot out one black 
man to testify that he quit a six- 
figure job because his little girl 
said she didn’t know him. I say the 
man was a fool and just needed to 
balance his priorities. But this 
kind of imbalance is seen 
throughout the whole structure - 
there is no social and political bal¬ 
ance. 

“It’s all well and good for the 
individual to take responsibility 
for his family and his church - but 
what about social accountability 
and responsibility? 

“They can say all they want 
that it’s not political, but none of 
us was born yesterday - we know 
what we’re seeing.” ▼ 


the two drugs alone. Interestingly, 
this effect varied with the resis¬ 
tance of the virus to AZT and 
other reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors. While this combination 
was effective against wild-type 
(non-drug resistant) virus at low 
concentrations, the two drugs in¬ 
terfered with one another at high¬ 
er doses. In contrast, the two 
drugs interfered with one anoth¬ 
er at all concentrations tested 
when used against AZT-resistant 
virus. According to the poster, 
this antagonism was also seen 
with virus resistant to multiple 
nucleoside and non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 
The authors hypothesize that 
while competition for binding 
sites may play a role, they also 
suggest the two drugs may com¬ 
pete for uptake by the cell. 

According to the conclusions 
section of the poster, “In the pre¬ 
sent study, we have demonstrated 
a mostly antagonistic interaction 
effect of combining the HIV-1 
protease inhibitors saquinavir 
and indinavir against a panel of 
clinical isolates of varying suscep¬ 
tibility to reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitors and non-nucleoside re¬ 
verse transcriptase inhibitors. 
These results suggest that the 
combination of protease in¬ 
hibitors may not result in as a 
great a suppression of viral load 
as desired.” ▼

‘Bully pulpit’ 

Keith Boykin, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Black Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Forum, shared 
part of a letter he was drafting to 
President Clinton. “I implore you 
to use the full power of the presi¬ 
dency by embracing the more dif¬ 
ficult challenge of uniting the 
country. What America needs 
now is leadership .. .perhaps most 
importantly from its president.” 

“Now that you have been re¬ 
elected, I urge you to take on the 
most critical challenge facing the 
Republic: How can and must a so¬ 
ciety of 260 million very different 
people peacefully and respectfully 
coexist?” 

Boykin urged Clinton to “use 
the power of the bully pulpit to 
confront racism, sexism, xeno¬ 
phobia, homophobia, and AID- 
Sphobia” and to keep promises 


Gay candidates 
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Joaquin Rivera. As a result, nei¬ 
ther ran much of a campaign, al¬ 
though both did participate in 
local Democratic club endorse¬ 
ment meetings and received sup¬ 
port from virtually everyone. 
Election results were not surpris¬ 
ing. With all 116 precincts report¬ 
ing, Doolan received 19,831 votes 
and Rivera got 18,867.

But she also 
feared that the health and social 
services “safety net is becoming a 
doily.” 

“Welfare has been repealed,” 
she said. “We need to make sure it 
does the least amount of harm.” 

She turned to HIV. “We have to 
stand firm here. No one, no one, 
no one gets mandatory tested. 
Ever, ever, ever. It’s a bottom line, 
it doesn’t change.” Needle ex¬ 
change has to “get back on the 
agenda” because “it is the right 
thing to do, it stops transmission.” 
The position of Surgeon General 
has been vacant for two years be¬ 
cause of a political spat between 
Clinton and Republicans. 
“HELLO,” she said. “Can we get 


incumbent A1 DeWitt, who fin¬ 
ished first with 7,103 votes. Can¬ 
didate Barbara Kerr finished sec¬ 
ond with 6,152 votes. Alves re¬ 
ceived 3,652 votes.

over that now?” 

Plumb made a pointed com¬ 
ment to those organizations “who 
endorsed the president, especially 
those who endorsed really early,” 
to hold the administration ac¬ 
countable for appointments and 
money to serve the needs of the 
lesbian and gay community. 

Carey worries that “so many 
young people fully expect to be¬ 
come HIV-infected and see it as 
part of becoming involved in the 
gay community.” Special concern 
must be given to prevention mes¬ 
sages in light of the optimistic 
news about protease inhibitors 
because “young people are begin¬ 
ning to think, ‘Oh, I can become 
infected and it will become a 
manageable disease.’” 

She called for a meeting of na¬ 
tional organizations within the 
next two months to “learn our 
lessons from the last years” on what 
worked and what didn’t. And to 
plan a realistic strategy for the next 
several years. “We need to have our 
own agenda. We also need to ac¬ 
knowledge that the White House 
has its own agenda.” ▼ 


According to Breast Cancer 
Action, women under the age of 
35 have the lowest breast cancer 
survival rate of any age group. Yet 
they’re least likely to receive 
screening tests. 

“Developing strategies similar 
to those used to fight AIDS is a 
goal of today’s summit,” Hernan¬ 
dez said. “We’ve learned that all of 
the issues in the AIDS epidemic 
are faced by women diagnosed 
with breast cancer.”

B lack urban melodramas like Boyz N the Hood 
and Juice have been mostly a “male thing,” with 
men in front of and behind the cameras.

As hideous as 
this trend is, it shouldn’t be too surprising: even mar¬ 
ginalized groups tend to mimic certain aspects — no 
matter how reprehensible — of the dominant culture.

The Fraternal Sapphic Quintet debuts Brides of the Moon, 
at Theatre Rhinoceros through December 15.

T he Five Lesbian Brothers’ space comedy Brides of the Moon promises an 
evening of deadpan ridiculousness it only half fulfills. While the fabulous 
fivesome generates irresistable onstage personae, the script by committee 
provides a vehicle unable to boost that performance payload. 

As befits a suspense-riddled disaster comedy in which timing is everything, 
Brides happens in two places at once. Set designer Nancy Bardawil has painted a 
gorgeous split-screen backdrop, setting a suburban kitchen in Ohio smack dab 
against a control room somewhere in deep space. 

For the better part of an overlong two hours, we watch an off-her-rocker ho use- 
wife-cum-blacklisted rocket scientist (Peg Healy) talk the troubled “Brides” mission 
through a crisis, maintaining radio contact through a malfunctioning microwave 
oven. There’s a plethora of dramatic detail that doesn’t really go anywhere, but 
does provide a pretext for the performers to demonstrate their infinite variety. 

Healy invests the chain-smoking nut case, who’s really a genius in disguise, 
with the vocal patterns of a Carol Channing minus the toothy grin. Her por¬ 
trayal of the mission’s token chimp, on the other hand, serves mainly to demon¬ 
strate an enviable set of hamstrings. 

Lisa Kron’s cosmonaut is a lecherous bulldagger in a silver vinyl babushka; her 
thirtysomething science nerd, the play’s nominal protagonist (who never really 
takes off), is as bashful as a young Ron Howard. 

In elbow-length latex gloves and a silver plastic beret, Maureen Angelos ex¬ 
udes intensity as Gabrielle, the requisite crewmember haunted by a failed mis¬ 
sion in her past. She is just as intense, but less comically effective, as Lynn, the re¬ 
venge-fueled navigator dropped from the team by ex-lover Commander Tylie 
Holway. 

Looking like Tom Cruise and acting like a butch Robert Redford, Dominique 
Dibbell brings pathetic dignity to the role of the Commander. She even proves

e think the title of Barbra 
Streisand’s new film, 
W if The Mirror Has Two 
Faces, is quite amusing, only be¬ 
cause the star herself must have 
been looking in the glass when 
she coined the moniker. And 
though the Nose that Ate Man¬ 
hattan may have been shocked to 
see two mugs staring back at her, 
those of us with long memories 
aren’t surprised at all. Yes, we’ve 
known for many a year now that 
there are two Miss Fanny Brices: 
the one whose sweet, endearing 
visage we’ve watched grow 
younger and younger over three 
decades in direct proportion to 
the number of lighting and spe¬ 
cial effects people listed in her 
films’ credits; and the nasty snip¬ 
py one she keeps locked away and 
allows out only when in the pres¬ 
ence of unfortunate studio un¬ 
derlings — hairdressers, cos¬ 
tumers, interviewers— in short, 
all the people who keep the 
Streisand juggernaut going. 

We mention Streisand Polar 
Opposite Syndrome only because 
we’ve learned that during her re¬ 
cent LA/New York press jun¬ 
kets for Two Faces, which 
opens here next week, Babs 
routinely reduced studio 
people to tears. Our 
source, the intrepid 
LA-based Oily Avian 
One, said Babs “in¬ 
sisted on elaborate 
wardrobe changes 
for every press in¬ 
terview” and that 
“she kept studio 
staff and newspaper people holed 
up until eleven o’clock at night.” 
If you don’t believe us, just ask 
some of the folks at the SF Chron¬ 
icle, who, when they showed up at 
the appointed time and place to 
see the Queen, were kept waiting 
three to four hours to meet the 
Unfunny Lady. 

Oily also told us that Babs 
made life hell for photographers, 
who were given specific instruc¬ 
tion on how she was to be pho¬ 
tographed, from what angles, and 
under “very specific lighting con¬ 
ditions.” 

Oily wouldn’t tell us much 
about the film itself, only that it’s 
about a homely woman who 
longs to be attractive and who 
wants (violins up with a swell) to 
be loved by everyone, especially 
her father, but who has been cast 
aside because she’s always been an 
ugly duckling. You don’t have to 
be Sigmund Freud to know that 
this is Babs’ life story, and she’s 
been telling it for 30 years. 

Milkmania 

Saturday night at the Or- 
pheum Theatre brought the long- 
awaited San Francisco premiere of 
Stewart Wallace and Michael 
Korie’s three-act opera Harvey 
Milk. As expected, the response 
was mixed. Some queens we over¬ 
heard at intermission — queens 
of a certain age — seemed to 
enjoy the opera, no doubt because 
they either knew Harvey Milk or 
at least have vivid memories of 
San Francisco in the late ’70s, 
Milk’s heyday. But for those not 
old enough to remember those 
halcyon days, the distance in time 
made it easy to disparage the work 
free of guilt. “The sets are so high 
school,” whined a bitter ennui 
queen sitting near us. “Did some¬ 
body actually write that music, or 
are we hearing overflow from 
Burger King’s Muzak tape?” asked 
a petulant GQ model near the 
men’s room. 

But despite all the critics on 
hand Saturday, people seemed to 
be having a great time. The audi¬

ence loved that Gay Parade scene, 
in particular that improbably Ve- 
gasy Castro Street sign that drops 
from the fly space on the cue 
of a bass drum. And we 
didn’t fail to notice 
that the yawning, 
operaphobic chat¬ 
terboxes seated 
near us closed their 
flapping traps when 
that brace of muscle 
boys in bath towels 
sashayed onstage. 
We were also 
pleased to see SF 
Opera regulars 
— matrons with blue hair, over¬ 
sized hand bags, and walkers — 
whooping it up over lines like 
“Who is Tessi Tura?” and the sight 
of dancing drag queens and 
“Lutherans for Gay Rights” plac¬ 
ards. 

But, judging from audience re¬ 
sponse Saturday, everybody’s fa¬ 
vorite scene in Harvey Milk is at 
the top of Act III, when the cur¬ 
tain rises on Dianne Feinstein 
splayed magnificently across the 
top of a desk, Planet of the Apes 
hairdo intact, screaming into two 
phones whilst barking at her un¬ 
derlings. Juliana Gondek’s vivid 
personification of DiFi probably 
wasn’t meant to be an imperson¬ 
ation, but its underscoring of a 
personality refulgent with power 
and self-absorption sure seems 
accurate, especially when she 
storms around the stage like Mus¬ 
solini in drag and prattles on 
about the “art of the schmooze.” 

We thought we might see Di¬ 
anne herself schmoozing at Dan 
Nicoletta’s swank post-perfor¬ 
mance party at his Fell Street stu¬ 
dio, but the only celebrity we 
spotted there — and she’s not re¬ 
ally in DiFi’s league — was Joy 
Luck Club author Amy Tan. 

It's raining weeds 

Something has got to be done 
about that hardy but hideous San 
Francisco Opera perennial, The 
Flower Thrower. Once again this 
banal idiot, who has nothing 
better to do in life but to glom on 
to other people’s parades, was 
down in front of the stage at the 
end of Harvey Milk last Saturday 
night throwing — nay, literally 
hurling — squalid little clutches 
of cuttings at the singers, who 
once again stood there patiently 
and allowed themselves to be 
drizzled with weeds for the absurd 
amusement of this emotional 
troglodyte. Thankfully, one cast 
member during the curtain call 
refused to be demoralized by this 
freak show and hurled the vegeta¬ 
tion back from whence it came. 

Good for him. Unfortunately, 


this small revolutionary gesture 
will probably only inspire the 
Banal One to hurl his gulfplank- 
ton ever-more ferociously. Will no 
one put a stop to this degenerate, 
confervoid spectacle? The only 
thing to do, save convincing every 
florist in SF to stop selling flowers 
to this cretin, is simply to ignore 
his nightly rain of greenery, pre¬ 
tend it isn’t happening and just 
keep on clapping, instead of al¬ 
lowing the applause to diminish 
between hurlings. It’s that silence, 
with its promise of imminent 
swells of applause, that eggs him 
on. 

Crossing the Rubicon 

Anti-Gay is a soon-to-be-pub- 
lished book from the U.K. (Free¬ 
dom Editions) consisting of es¬ 
says— screeds, actually— about 
queer culture penned by a coterie 
of semi-marginal scribes who de¬ 
scribe themselves as “non-hetero¬ 
sexuals,” or, more accurately, ho¬ 
mosexuals who are sick of being 
gay. The issues dealt with in these 
pages concern such matters as the 
mindless mediocrity of gay cul¬ 
ture (Toby Manning); how les¬ 
bian fashion engenders “a con¬ 
tempt for femininity” (Anne- 
Marie Le Ble); the conspicuous 
hostility homosexuals show to¬ 
ward bisexuals (Jo Eadie); and 
much more. 

The tone of the book is best 
captured in author John Weir’s 
incarnadine manifesto “Going 
In,” in which he writes: “Homo¬ 
sexuality is being repackaged and 
resold to Americans as a tradi¬ 
tional family value. And homo¬ 
sexuals are emerging as the yup¬ 
pies of the ’90s. They’re the new 
class of urban professionals with 
money to spend and aggressively 
marketed products to choose 
from. Absolut Vodka, Ikea, Benet¬ 
ton, Dewar’s, Calvin Klein, Levis 
501s, Brad Pitt, and Nine Inch 
Nails are just a few of the com¬ 
modities secretly or openly aimed 
at upwardly mobile, straight-act¬ 
ing, white-appearing gay guys and 
the handful of lesbians with com¬ 
parable economic power. The col¬ 
lective impulse of the chic lesbians 
and the brave young gay Republi¬ 


cans who captivate the media 
today and titillate each other is 
shopping.” 

Irreverent and quite current in 
its many cultural references, Anti- 
Gay makes for fascinating read¬ 
ing, though, ultimately, substance 
here is forfeited for pithiness. That 
feeling of cheapness was most 
tangible when we perused Bruce 
LaBruce’s contribution, “A Case 
for the Closet.” Not even a brain¬ 
damaged cow could entertain the 
notion of the creator of crapster- 
pieces like No Skin Off My Ass and 
Hustler White as a profound, or 
even slightly interesting, social 
critic. Back to the drawing board, 
boys and girls. 

Oops! 

We enjoyed the SF Weekly’s 
film issue last week, although we 
couldn’t help but notice that the 
round-up of noteworthy SF film 
festivals was hardly complete and, 
in fact, failed to mention one of 
the city’s most important film 
events — the queer film festival. 
So, in the interest of Frameline, 
the producers of the annual Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival, and in 


the memory of the late Mark 
Finch, who effectively put it on 
the film map: the queer film fest 
happens every year in June (mid¬ 
month) at the Castro Theatre, the 
Roxie Cinema, and other venues 
throughout San Francisco. 

The best part of the Weekly’s 
film spread, however, was the 
roundtable, in which Castro The¬ 
atre programmer Anita Monga 
reminisced about being slapped 
across the face by a loquacious 
COW who took offense when told 
by Monga to stop talking during a 
screening of Wim Wenders’ 
Kings of the Road. You may not get 
the humor in this, but perhaps it’s 
because you don’t know Monga, 
who is probably the sweetest per¬ 
son on earth. 

Critic cuts loose 

Finally, was that really the 
word rodomontade we read re¬ 
cently in one of Joshua Kos- 
man’s reviews? We knew the 
Chronicle’s music critic was smart, 
that he could muster verbal 
grandiloquence like the best of 
’em, but we didn’t know he was 
recherche, too! ▼

her family and the rest of the 
town become increasingly dis¬ 
turbed by what appears to be 
Bess’ giddy, unapologetic sexual 
liberation. 

- Soon after the wedding, how¬ 
ever, Jan is forced to return to sea, 
and Bess seems unable to corn- 


accident. In Bess’ mind, which has 
been warped by her Protestant 
upbringing, she believes she has 
caused the accident by asking for 
his return. 

At this point, the film breaks 
away from its melodramatic ori¬ 
gins. Jan, permanently hospital¬ 
ized and paraplegic, seems to 
want Bess to forget him and re¬ 
sume a normal life with a new 
man. Bess is simple-minded 
enough to take him literally, and 
suddenly she begins exchanging 
her plain frocks for leather mini¬ 
skirts, fishnets, and halter-tops 
with plunging necklines. Seem¬ 
ingly mindlessly, Bess starts pur¬ 
suing every man she can find in 
the interest of being an obedient 
wife. She buggers a startled old 
man on a bus, initiates a desper¬ 
ate roadside quickie, and eventu¬ 
ally becomes every sailor’s girl¬ 
friend by taking a dinghy out to a 
ship where she allows herself to be 
gang-raped and beaten by the 
men aboard (one of whom is the 
reliably odious Udo Kier). Bess re¬ 
lays her sexual exploits to Jan, 
whose mixture of solace and ec¬ 
stasy at hearing these tales sug¬ 
gests he is a helpless voyeur. 

Bess’ physical and moral de¬ 
cline is balanced by her continual 
attempts to attend church, have 
conversations with God, and re¬ 
main close to her understanding 
sister-in-law, Dodo ( Naked’s Ka- 
trin Cartlidgej. But things turn 
ugly for Bess when an event from 
the past comes back to haunt her. 
At a funeral she once attended, 
the dead person was refused bur¬ 
ial in sacred ground and de¬ 
nounced by the town elders as a 
sinner. This memory becomes re¬ 
ality when Bess is barred from the 
church, rejected by her mother, 
and literally stoned by a group of 
boys who denounce her as a 
whore. Though it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine it possible, the film grows even 
darker from this point on. 

Emily Watson excels in the dif¬ 
ficult role of Bess, and hunky Stel¬ 
lan Skarsgard balances her ner¬ 
vous power with his quiet inten¬ 
sity. Von Trier used hand-held 
cameras extensively to capture the 
ragged dynamics of their relation¬ 
ship, in particular the beautifully 
vivid wedding sequence. Inexplic¬ 
ably, the film is set in the ’70s, 
with appropriate music by Elton 
John, T-Rex, Mott the Hoople, 
David Bowie, and Jethro Tull. The 
period feel is convincing enough 
but the conceit is unnecessary: re¬ 
pressive communities like Bess’ 
are, unfortunately, timeless. ▼

anish director Lars von 
| / Trier is best known for his 
Wi bizarre European TV series 
The Kingdom, which became an 
art house hit in the U.S. several 
years ago. The Kingdom was a 
complex satire of cradle-to-the- 
grave socialism set in a Copen¬ 
hagen hospital. Von Trier’s latest 
film, Breaking the Waves, is at once 
more intimate and expansive, a 
highly effective if exceedingly 
downbeat romance that takes 
place in the ’70s on the rugged 
north coast of Scotland. 

A mere plot summary might 
suggest that this film is the stuff of 
penny dreadfuls. The setting is a 
tiny, insular, ultra-religious com¬ 
munity bound by archaic notions 
of good and evil. Women have it 
particularly hard here, as they are 
expected to conform to a social 
norm that could best be described 
by the mantra: “shut up and re-

'Paradise Lost': small minds wreak havoc

he expression “Southern 
Justice” is a well-known 
oxymoron, kind of like 
“jumbo shrimp.” In the case of Joe 
Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky’s 
documentary Paradise Lost, “jus¬ 
tice” is meted out to three 
Arkansas teenagers who dared to 
dress in black and listen to Metal- 
lica. Their crime? They supposed¬ 
ly abducted three eight-year-old 
boys, sexually assaulted, mutilat¬ 
ed, and killed them, and, perhaps, 
even cannibalized them. The evi¬ 
dence? The forced confession of a 
borderline-retard who got all the 
facts wrong. As the filmmakers 
make clear, no physical or even 
circumstantial evidence linked the 
defendants to the crime, and, ul¬ 
timately, it was their black clothes, 
Stephen King novels, and heavy- 
metal music that sent them to jail. 

This horrifying story, told 
through interviews with everyone 
involved, from investigators to 
members of the victims’ families, 
is often grueling to watch, not 
only because of the graphic 
footage of the boys’ dead bodies 
but because we see the suffocating 
mores of a small Southern town 
smash the lives of three obviously 
innocent teenagers who have been 
convicted of a crime solely be¬ 
cause their fashion sensibility and 
taste in music deviated from the 
norm. Even worse, though, is the 
film’s revelation that some cir¬ 


cumstantial and physical evidence 
points to one of the fathers, a reli¬ 
gious fanatic with a history of vi¬ 
olence against kids, as the real 
killer. 

On the filmmakers’ website is 
a bitter coda to the doomed life of 
the alleged ringleader, the soft- 
spoken Damien Echols. Waiting 
on death row to be murdered by 
lethal injection, he has been re¬ 
peatedly raped and beaten by an¬ 


other inmate who was encour¬ 
aged by guards. When asked 
about this abuse, his response is as 
shattering as it is pathetic: “I know 
I was meant to die here. I just 
want people to let me alone until 
that time comes.” ▼

Dream lover 

Antonioni's 'Identification of a Woman'

M hen Michelangelo Anto¬ 
nioni was in Los Angeles 
in 1995 to receive the 
coveted Lifetime Achievement 
Oscar, he was quoted as saying 
that he loved the city “for its wide 
open spaces.” The director suf¬ 
fered a semi-paralyzing stroke in 
1985 and his wife, Enrico Fico, 
who “translates” for him in pub¬ 
lic, explained that LA offered “the 
kind of spaces he has always 
needed.” 

That need for -space — large 
empty rooms, endless expanses of 
sky, land, and sea — has been a 
constant motif in all of the Italian 
filmmaker’s works. Amazingly, in 
each film he has made, Antonioni 
extrapolates the physical into the 
philosophical in such a way that 
these enigmatic spaces emphasize 
the gulf between individuals who 
long to connect, or underscore 
our innate human need for obliv¬ 
ion. In VAwentura , a woman lit¬ 
erally vanishes into a picturesque 
island landscape. In La Notte, the 
dark of night becomes a protec¬ 
tive shell for a woman seeking 
refuge from a life she suddenly re¬ 
alizes isn’t the one she thought she 
was living, and in The Passenger, 
the vast blinding desert of North 
Africa inspires a bored reporter to 
change identities with a dead man 
whose involvement with terrorists 
ensures his own death. 

The sense of cosmic futility 
that rings in these despairing 
landscapes and protagonists is 
mirrored in the romantic entan¬ 
glements of Antonioni’s charac¬ 
ters. Relationships in his films are 
halting, interrupted, elusive, often 
marked by the sudden disappear¬ 
ance of one or more parties. Male 
characters are frequently victims 
of failed, usually artistic, ambi¬ 
tions, a reflection, perhaps, of the 
director’s own anxieties. La Norte's 
lead is a novelist who has run out 
of inspiration; in L'Avventura, a 
middle-aged man who dreamed 
of being an artist ruins the work 
of a younger man in a fit of jeal¬ 
ous rage. The antithesis of this is 
the typical Antonioni heroine, 
who is usually a vibrant ideal that 


remains always just out of reach, 
resistant to the male plea for sex. 
This emphasis on the dissatisfac¬ 
tion of romantic union is fre¬ 
quently played out in Antonioni’s 
sex scenes, which are often shot 
and edited in a jarring style, em¬ 
phasizing not bonding but sepa¬ 
ration, with disembodied arms 
and faces isolated in the frame. 

Antonioni’s Identification of a 
Woman, which was made in Italy 
in 1982 and never officially re¬ 
leased in the U.S., is a ghostly 
reprise of the themes, characters, 
and motifs that dominate the di¬ 
rector’s greatest films. Again there 
is an artist in crisis, this time a 
film director, Niccolo (Tomas 
Milian), who is searching for two 
ideal women — one for a movie 


he has in mind, another who 
would be a life companion. He 
has a torrid affair with Mavi 
(Daniela Silverio), who runs in 
boring circles of the rich and 
powerful and who eventually dis¬ 
appears without warning from his 
life. Still longing for Mavi, he ini¬ 
tiates a new relationship with an 
actress named Ida (Christine 
Boisson), who is pregnant by an¬ 
other man. 

This is a skewed love triangle 
that recalls L'Avventura, in which 
one member of a trio of intimates 
is present only in the minds of the 
others. Even after Mavi leaves, 
Niccolo continues to seek her out, 
a feeling that Ida understands and 
abets by helping him look for her, 
as Sandro does for Claudia in 
L'Avventura. Of course, in Anto¬ 
nioni’s world, romantic wrap-ups 
are impossible; because Niccolo’s 
acceptance of Ida would mean the 
end of his passion for Mavi, he is 
ultimately unable to commit to 
Ida. Niccolo insists that she repeat 


a vow of love, but it’s an empty 
gesture because he prefers an un¬ 
touchable dream to tangible real¬ 
ity. 

While Identification of a 
Woman has none of Antonioni’s 
formal innovations — The 
Eclipse's hypnotic montage, Red 
Desert's searching camera and 
daring use of color photography, 
or The Passenger's breathtaking 
multi-layered structure — one 
stunning scene shows that the 
filmmaker’s powers had not di¬ 
minished even when, at age 70, he 
made this film. Niccolo and Mavi 
are on their way to the country for 
the weekend when suddenly they 
find themselves in fog so thick 
they are forced to the side of the 
road. Inexplicably, she leaves the 


car and disappears into the fog, 
with Niccolo in desperate pursuit. 
A close reading of this scene sug¬ 
gests that the fog is the external 
manifestation of Niccolo’s anxi¬ 
eties, his inability to grasp his own 
existence. Like the island in 
L'Avventura, this natural phe¬ 
nomenon, at once obscuring and 
seductive, lures the woman away 
from the man. Niccolo is forced to 
yield his ideal to the inevitability 
of nature, as Mavi subsequently 
vanishes forever from his life. 

If this film is ultimately more 
discursive and less engaging than 
masterpieces like L'Avventura or 
The Passenger, it is still a power¬ 
fully despairing work in the true 
Antonioni mode. No one who ad¬ 
mires the cinema of this impor¬ 
tant director should miss it. ▼

times resemble the work of black 
cinema darlings John Singleton 
and Spike Lee, but its heart really 
belongs to ’70s blaxploitation 
flicks, whose most high- profile 
stars — Pam Grier and Tamara 
Dobson — were tough, no-non¬ 
sense gals who always got their 
way. Similar to those flicks, Set It 
Off features powerful women, but 
the film parts company with the 
past with its standout character, an 
overweight, pot-smoking bull dyke 
named Cleo, played with unflag¬ 
ging energy by rapper/TV sitcom 
(Livin' Single) maven Queen Lati- 
fah. 

The plot is familiar, but be¬ 
cause the film’s principal roles are 
played by women, it feels fresh. 
Cleo and her three best friends 
grew up together in the poverty of 
the ’hood. As adults, all four work 
as janitors. Stony (Jada Pinkett) 
sidelines as a whore in order to 
send her little brother to college, 
only to see him gunned down by 
the police in a case of mistaken 
identity. Frankie’s (Vivica A. Fox) 
career is ruined when an acquain¬ 
tance robs the bank in which she 
works, resulting in her termina¬ 
tion. Tisean (Kimberly Elise) 
struggles as a single mother whose 
child is unfairly taken away from 
her. Needless to say, these girls are 
dying for revenge against the sys¬ 
tem, and Frankie’s knowledge of 
the inner workings of the bank 
provides the means. What follows 
is a series of tense robberies, with 
the stakes intensified as a cop be¬ 
comes wise to them, and their old 
boss, the comic-abusive Luther 
(Thom Boyd), steals their stash. 

Romantic elements are played 
down in favor of the almost non¬ 
stop gun battles, robberies and ex¬ 
plosions, and the virtual four-way 
love affair between these devoted 
friends, who fight and make up 
with remarkable frequency. 
Frankie and Tisean don’t seem to 
have boyfriends or husbands and 
neither seems to want them. 
Stony flirts with middle-class life 
when she dates a hunky financier 
(Blair Underwood), but this is a 
halting affair constantly inter-

rupted by the radical class differ¬ 
ence between them. Cleo seems to 
have the most active, committed, 
and sexy relationship. Early in the 
film — to the screams of disgust 
of the adolescent audience I saw 
the film with — Cleo, standing on 
a busy street dressed in a regula¬ 
tion t-shirt and jeans, grabs her 
slinky girlfriend and shoves her 
tongue down her throat. Later, we 
see Cleo grin seductively as she 
watches Miss Cakes gyrate in a G- 
string. Typical of the film’s un¬ 
qualified endorsement of the 
character, the girls casually discuss 
the logistics of their next bank 
robbery as Cleo brazenly licks her 
lover’s thighs. 

Latifah’s deglamorized Cleo — 
the strongest in a strong cast — is 
not the typical lipstick lesbian we 
usually see dropped into movies 
for the pleasure of panting het 
males.

Women in the dunes 

'Prickly Pears'

B rava! for Women in the 
Arts continues to give voice 
to those who have been 
marginalized in our culture. The 
company’s latest endeavor, a co¬ 
production with Bay Package Pro¬ 
ductions, is Sharon R. Beatty’s 
Prickly Pears, directed by Ellen 
Chang (nee Sebastian). 

Prickly Pears is a dramatized 
folk tale about two women in the 
1950s, Willi and Gracie, longtime 
friends and lovers, who have 
grown tired of living under men’s 
thumbs and set out to make a life 
for themselves. After offing Willi’s 
abusive husband, Walt, the two 
head to the Nevada desert where, 
in a tin shack, they start over. 

With a hunting rifle, a Bible, 
and Gracie’s love, Willi (Leontine 
Guilliard) is quite content. But 
Gracie (Chanelle Schaffer) is not 
so easily pleased. A singer by 
trade, she yearns to be where the 
action is, even if it means re-en¬ 
tering the male-dominated world. 
Still, they get along quite well, 
until a man intrudes on their 
peace. Fresh out of the slammer, 
Jimmy (Peter Macon) arrives at 
their door one night, dehydrated, 
half-starved, and suffering from 
tick fever. With little hesitation, 
Willi and Gracie take him in. 

From the moment Jimmy ar¬ 
rives, the dynamics of the couple’s 
relationship change. Jimmy 
quickly usurps Willi’s role, declar¬ 
ing himself the man of the house, 
and Gracie, who is not opposed to 
the idea of a knight in shining 
armor who will sweep her back 
into civilization, falls for him. 
Only unhappiness can result from 
this scenario, and in this case, it’s 
for all involved.

Prickly Pears, Beatty’s first pro¬ 
fessionally produced work, is an 
intimate play. Although she has 
created characters with enormous 
personalities, the magnitude of 
each is expressed through tiny but 
telling details. Thoughts and feel¬ 
ings are indicated with a modicum 
of words, and the action is sparse. 
Director Chang capitalizes on the 
intimacy by forcing the characters 
to relate to one another through 
facial expressions and body lan¬ 
guage. It’s amazingly convincing. 

The show would be even more 
persuasive if the production design 
were as defined as Chang’s direc¬ 


tion. However, Zeb Kafir’s set, for 
all its striking detail, is a monolith 
that overwhelms the characters. 
That the Brava! space itself is cav¬ 
ernous — it’s in the old York The¬ 
atre — doesn’t help. Still, Beatty’s 
voice is strong, and it is not diffi¬ 
cult to be moved by the tale she has 
created. Prickly Pears is a story to 
be heard again and again. ▼

plete with spare tire, knee-length 
stretch socks, and low-slung 
shorts unsettling in their 
anatomical suggestiveness. 

What the Five Lesbian Broth¬ 
ers do best is take a convention 
and subvert it, while seeming to 
appear to take it seriously at face 
value. The cliches in question 
issue from current events, socio¬ 
logical trends, movies, TV, books 
and generalized cultural as¬ 
sumptions, like the “essence of 
Frenchness” — a beret, a butt, 
and a been-there, done-that 
ennui in the tired old face of 
love. 

Judging from Brides’ weak 
points, what the Fraternal Sap¬ 
phic Quintet is not so good at is 
generating original comic mate¬ 
rial based on situation in the ab¬ 
sence of post-modernist carica¬ 
ture. The action — which in 
their case really means the 
humor — slows down and dies 
entirely during the extended, 
earthbound scenes between the 
science nerd and the ejected nav¬ 
igator. Insufficiently focused as 
stereotypes, these half-baked 
characters converse mainly in 
overly detailed exposition, in¬ 
vesting it with a misplaced 
maudlin sincerity. 

Out in space, things aren’t al¬ 
ways that fast-moving either, but 
the sight of a space suit is inher¬ 
ently funny — especially when 
seen against a Starship Enter¬ 
prise-type bay window looking 
out onto the Xmas tree lights of 
space. Unfortunately, the Broth¬ 
ers fail to harness the set up’s po¬ 
tential, often settling for easy-to- 
get laughs based on titillating 
bodily functions. 

Early into their trip, the crew 
discovers it has been equipped 
with sex-drive implants pro¬ 
grammed to trigger orgiastic be¬ 
havior every evening at 6:45. 
This lowbrow concept serves to 
bond the heretofore nominally 
straight “brides” into a tight-knit 
team of fuck buddies. Successive 
replayings with only minor vari¬ 
ations, however, and against all 
semblance of chronology, dimin¬ 
ish the comic returns of this lim¬ 
ited laugh-getter. Plot complica¬ 
tions which might have goosed 


jettison the flotsam. Even in their 
current state of textual disrepair, 
they still serve up some of the 
most two-fisted, fist-fuckingly 
sophisticated sapphist satire in 
the sororial solar system.

beautifully in this production, 
John and James Jeckyll are played 
by the same actor), but there’s 
not enough serious drama here 
to merit three hours. 

Weaknesses of the play aside, 
this production features a cast of 
seven adept actors who, directed 
by the Intiman Theatre’s Artistic 
Director Warner Shook, cull the 
very best from McNally’s work. 
Patrick Kerr’s Buzz is the scene 
stealer. A show tune-spouting co¬ 
median, Buzz has to be funny, an¬ 
noying, and endearing simultane¬ 
ously, all of which Kerr accom¬ 
plishes while crafting a human 
being of incredible depth. Kerr’s 
Buzz is the comic and emotional 
center of the play and stands out, 
even in this excellent cast. 

Laurence Ballard has the diffi¬ 
cult task of playing the unfortu¬ 
nately named Jeckyll twins, and 
he does so with a casual fluidity 
that belies the amazing work he is 
doing. Simply by combing his hair 
differently, altering his body lan¬ 
guage, and smiling more, Ballard 
goes from the nasty John to the 
guileless James with astonishing 
ease. In a showy but effective bit 
of writing, McNally has the twins 
confront one another, and Ballard 
pulls this scene off beautifully. 

Rounding out the cast are 
James Carpenter (Arthur), Kevin 
Donovan (Perry, a wonderfully ef¬ 
fective narrator), Jeffrey Hayenga 
(Gregory), Bruno Irizarry (the 
handsome and well-endowed 
Ramon), and Mark Schwotzer 
(Bobby), all of whom deliver 
strong performances. 

Love! Valour! Compassion! is a 
very mainstream take on gay life. 
All of these men are white (except 
for Ramon, the sex object), have 
money, and are gainfully em¬ 
ployed. They are definitely types, 
but ultimately what comes 
through in this production is the 
romance, humor, pettiness, intel¬ 
ligence, and, yes, the love, valor 
(the British spelling of “valour” is 
a joke in the play), and compas¬ 
sion with which these gay men 
live their lives and experience one 
another. These are tremendously 
positive things for audiences, both 
gay and straight, to be seeing on a 
stage and seeing together. ▼

TMi he great thing about Ter¬ 
rence McNally’s Love! Val¬ 
our! Compassion!, which 
opened last Wednesday at the 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre, is 
that the wonderful cast lives up to 
the three-word title. When I saw 
the play late in its Broadway run 
during the summer of 1995, the 
production had become tired, the 
performances lax. Tony Award for 
best play notwithstanding, the 
bare spots in McNally’s writing 
had begun to show, and the play, 
about eight gay friends who spend 
Memorial Day, Fourth of July, and 
Labor Day weekends together at a 
country home in upstate New 
York, suddenly started to feel un¬ 
derwhelming and dramatically 
incomplete. 

But now Love! Valour! Com¬ 
passion! has left the Great White 
Way and belongs to theater com¬ 


panies in the provinces. Berkeley 
Rep joined forces with Seattle’s 
Intiman Theatre for this produc¬ 
tion, and the results bring a 
warmth and humanity to the play 
that were missing on Broadway. 

Nevertheless, the play still re¬ 
veals itself to be far from perfect. 
For instance, it’s too long by about 
an hour and, with some minor 
adjustments, could easily lose its 
second act. Three acts at three 
hours just doesn’t suit a dramatic 
comedy and should be saved for 
the opera 

McNally is a writer of tremen¬ 
dous good fiumor, as he proved in 
The Ritz, The Lisbon Traviata, 
Frankie and Johnny, and his cur¬ 
rent Broadway hit, Master Class. 
And with a cast of seven wise¬ 
cracking gay characters, L!V!C! is 
certainly crammed with laughs. 
When Arthur, one of the house 
guests, discovers Bobby, the blind 
lover of the homeowner, in the 
middle of the night getting a 
drink in the kitchen, he notices a 
rather obvious stain on Bobby’s 
pajamas. “You know what we used 
to call them in Catholic school? 
Nocturnal emissions. It’s so much 
nicer than ‘wet dream.’ It always 
made me think of Chopin. Noc¬ 
turnal Emission in C-sharp 
Minor.” And Buzz, the show 
queen with AIDS (a role McNally 
wrote for Nathan Lane), is a hilar¬ 
ious, non-stop, one-liner machine 
whose jokes usually revolve 
around Broadway shows. When 
Perry (Arthur’s lover) says he is 
pushing 40, Buzz cracks: “Not. 
You pushed 40 when A Chorus 
Line was still running.” 

The laughs don’t stop in 
L!V!C!, but there’s just too much 
of not much. There’s not much 
plot, so the laughs (and the 
bounteous nudity) are what sus¬ 
tain interest, and dramatically 
speaking, that’s not enough. The 
closest thing this play has to dra¬ 
matic tension occurs when 
Bobby cheats on Gregory with 
studly Ramon, whose sole pur¬ 
pose in the play seems to encom¬ 
pass being ethnic and naked. 
There are minor tensions be¬ 
tween Arthur and Perry, a “role 
model” couple who have been to¬ 
gether for 14 years, but their rela¬ 
tionship is solid and can easily 
withstand the blows of non-com¬ 
munication and conflict. There’s 
the portentous drama of Buzz’s 
illness, and the hateful relation¬ 
ship between the Jeckyll twins (in 
a theatrical conceit that works

Showtune, a memoir by Jerry 
Herman with Marilyn Stasio; 
Donald I. Fine Books, New York, 
$24.95 

ith a title like Showtune, 
|§|| celebrated lyricist/com- 
h if poser Jerry Herman’s au¬ 
tobiography is not likely to sky¬ 
rocket to the top of the bestseller 
charts. Indeed, this entertaining, 
relentlessly cheerful memoir is 
aimed at a very specific audience 
— musical theater lovers and 
show queens, which is not surpris¬ 
ing, since its author is one of the 
greatest show queens of them all. 

As both composer and lyricist, 
Herman is a member of that small 
but distinguished group of musi¬ 
cal theater artists that includes 


Herman is quite up front about 
his gayness. He sets a familiar 
scene when discussing his father: 
“I had a real rah-rah gym instruc¬ 
tor for a father, an athletic man 
who wanted his son to be an ath¬ 
lete, too. What he got was this son 
who sat at the piano.” Then he in¬ 
troduces his mother, Ruth, whom 
he loved dearly but lost early to 
cancer (at age 44), before she 
could see her son’s success on 
Broadway. “I know that this 
sounds like a big cliche,” writes 
Herman, “a gay boy who loves his 
mother — but my loving rela¬ 
tionship with my mother happens 
to have been a huge part of my 
life.” 

Though the focus of Showtune 
never strays far from the shows, 
Herman does go into some detail 
about his slow sexual awakening 
and his brief but “lovely” -— a

Irving Berlin, Cole Porter, Noel 
Coward, Frank Loesser and 
Stephen Sondheim. Little wonder 
why. Herman’s trio of mega-hits 
— Hello, Dolly!, Mame, and La 
Cage aux Folles — ensures his 
place forever in theater history. 
Even his flops, most notably Dear 
World and Mack and Mabel, have 
achieved cult followings and are 
well on their way to becoming hits 
in their own right. Now, after 
nearly 40 years in show business, 
Jerry Herman has decided to 
share his story with the world. 

Aside from all the engaging 
anecdotes about the famous 
dames he’s worked with — 
among them, Carol Channing, 
Angela Lansbury, Barbra 
Streisand, Lucille Ball — the most 
noteworthy thing about Showtune 
is Herman’s frankness about his 
sexuality. Herman has never de¬ 
nied that he is gay, nor has he 
trumpeted the fact in the press, 
even in the wake of La Cage aux 
Folles ’ tremendous success. But 
from the first pages of this book, 


word Herman uses at least three 
times every page — relationships 
with men. It seems the real love of 
Herman’s life was Marty Finkel- 
stein, a man 20 years his junior 
with whom he shared seven years 
in the ’80s before Finkelstein suc¬ 
cumbed to AIDS. It was Finkel¬ 
stein’s death that prompted Her¬ 
man to get tested, and it’s in these 
pages that the composer reveals, 
for the first time, that he is HIV 
positive. 

Despite his personal revela¬ 
tions, Herman comes across in 
Showtune as a very private man 
with a huge circle of friends. He 
talks about Channing and Lans¬ 
bury lovingly, if not gushingly, 
and calls his close friends his 
brothers and sisters. Although he 
has lost many of these friends to 
AIDS, and while it seems there is a 
general lack of interest today in 
Herman’s brand of theater, the 
composer remains stubbornly op¬ 
timistic: “I would like it if the 
show business that I knew and 
loved in the 1960s could just go

on and on. I would like it if every 
person I had ever known and 
loved could just go on living. I 
want everything in the world to 
be pink and blue and yellow and 
go on forever.” 

Herman has been criticized 
throughout his career for being the 
anti-Sondheim because he writes 
simple, upbeat songs with titles 
like “It’s Today,”“Before the Parade 
Passes By,” “The Best of Times,” 
and “Open a New Window.” Well, 
the truth is we need an anti-Sond¬ 
heim, and it may as well be some¬ 
one as talented, tuneful, and opti¬ 
mistic as Jerry Herman. ▼

Retooled'Harvey Milk' still not ready for prime time

hen George Bernard 
Shaw was still working as 
a music critic, he once 
wrote: “There are some sacrifices 
which should not be demanded 
twice from any man; and one of 
them is listening to Brahms’ Re¬ 
quiem.” Sitting through the San 
Francisco Opera’s opening per¬ 
formance of Harvey Milk last Sat¬ 
urday at the Orpheum Theatre 
was also a case of once being more 
than enough. 

All the noble, well-meaning in¬ 
tentions in the world cannot dis¬ 
guise the fact that, even given the 
revisions and reorchestration it 
has undergone for this produc¬ 
tion, Harvey Milk is a woefully 


bad, sometimes even offensive 
opera. That is a shame, because 
the story of Harvey Milk is ripe 
with theatrical potential. Yet 
Michael Korie’s libretto generally 
relies on cliches and stereotypes, 
seldom rising above the level of 
“We are the Stonewall Girls! We 
wear our hair in curls! We have no 
underwear! We show our pubic 
hair!” And on those few occasions 
when the libretto tries to deal with 
a character’s emotions honestly, as 
in arias for Dan White and Har¬ 
vey Milk in the third act, it simply 
blathers, circling the emotions, 
rather than expressing them co¬ 
gently. As a result, the audience is 
not seduced into actually sharing 
the characters’ feelings, which re¬ 
main more descriptive than 
cathartic.

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One critic — I wish to heaven 
it had been me — said Stewart 
Wallace’s music was not so much 
composed as collected. Bits and 
pieces of Bernstein, Puccini, Wag¬ 
ner, Britten, Stravinsky, Sond¬ 
heim, Adams, and Andrew Lloyd 
Webber are scattered throughout 
a score of mind-numbing iriept- 
ness and tedium.

Too bad the compa¬ 
ny did not invest such effort into 
reviving a good American opera 
like Susannah, The Ballad of Baby 
Doe, The Ghosts of Versailles, 
Akhnaten, Vanessa, or the revised 
version of Anthony and Cleopatra, 
to name only a few possibilities.

Same old, 
same old

Love and Death, & Other Disas¬ 
ters: Stories 1977-1995 by 
Jenifer Levin; Firebrand, $10.95 

ccording to her preface, 
Jenifer Levin could not get 
her short stories published 
by feminist presses in the late 
1970s because the butch-femme 
“sexual style expressed in this fic¬ 
tion was oppressive to women.” 
Maybe. 

I’m reminded, however, of a 
story told about Radclyffe Hall 
and The Well of Loneliness. Hall 
asked members of the Blooms¬ 
bury group to testify on her behalf 
when English censors banned the 
book. Virginia Woolf and others 
agreed to testify that censorship 
was wrong and that no book 
should be banned by any govern¬ 
ment. The problem was that Hall 
wanted them to testify that Well 
was a great novel. “But won’t we 
be under oath?” Woolf demurred. 

My point is that perhaps the 
feminist presses really objected to 
the numbing identicalness of 
Levin’s stories. I’m no fan of 
butch-femme, but it’s the same¬ 
ness that certainly is my objection 
to this collection. 

Levin writes her stories mostly 
in the first person, but although 
the narrators have different 
names, each speaks in an identical 
voice. When the plots are also ba¬ 
sically indistinguishable from one 
another, that makes for a sense of 
being trapped in the same story 
over and over and over again. 

If the author means for her 
stories to support some positive 
point of view for butch-femme 
sexuality, she does not succeed. 
More importantly, she fails at the 


simplest level: Levin’s stories do 
not entertain. Her language 
choices are so idiosyncratic (in 
each of five stories containing a 
single child, the child is referred to 
as “the kid” every time) that they 
reinforce the notion that there is 
really only one voice, one charac¬ 
ter, one person involved in these 
stories, and you know who she is. 

Levin declares that she doesn’t 
“care if a single straight person 
ever reads these stories. Because I 
wrote them for me, and for you.” 
That comment leads me to won¬ 
der, what does Levin have against 
lesbians? I certainly would not 
wish these stories upon women I 
claimed to love. T

aiad’s latest collection of 
short stories by its talented 
writers is another winner, 
a worthy successor to The Erotic 
Naiad and The First Time Ever. 
The anthology covers and uncov¬ 
ers various aspects of love and 
friendship, as well as Eros, in 
moods both steamy and sweet, 
with plenty of laughs thrown into 
the mix for good measure. 

I was particularly impressed 
with Carol Schmidt’s “Counting 
Marbles,” a touching story of a re¬ 
lationship both marred and ele¬ 
vated by a partner’s struggle with 
multiple sclerosis. In a few per¬ 
fectly chosen words, Schmidt 
takes us to the heart of coping 
with chronic illness. As Chekhov 
said: “Any idiot can face a crisis; 
it’s this day to day living that

wears you out.” Schmidt writes 
with a compassion and depth rare 
in a short story. 

There are more gems in this 
collection, especially Laura 
Adams’ starkly erotic “Shooting 
Star” and Catherine Ennis’ de¬ 
lightful “Debut.” Penny Hayes 
captures the bone-chilling fear of 
asking for that first dance in “A 
Little Time.” Dorothy Tell’s 
“Self-Help” relates a vision quest 
with a more than usually satisfy¬ 
ing result. Dancing in the Dark is a 
thoroughly enjoyable collection, 
one that will fill more than a few 
idle moments. T

Time and Time Again by Cather¬ 
ine Ennis; Naiad, $10.95 

ime and Time Again, the title 
of Catherine Ennis’ new 
novel, might as easily describe 
the experience of reading it. Seri¬ 
ously short on plot and shorter on 
characterization, Ennis uses similar 
scenes to fill pages (and pages) to 
little effect, save to reach the mini¬ 
mum necessary for publication. 

Millie is a painter. We know that 
not through any hint of artistic sen¬ 
sibility in the character, but because 
she spends a great deal of time 
painting swamp scenes, time and 
time again, to sell to tourists in New 
Orleans. She is involved with Ellen, 
a mystery woman who won’t let 
Millie call her at home, and who ap¬ 
pears and reappears in Millie’s life, 



time and time again, for a series of 
fights, break-ups, make-ups and 
make-outs. When not painting by 
the numbers or waiting for Ellen, 
Millie encounters a homeless man, 
whom she helps, a gay waiter with 
AIDS, whom she helps, and Lou, a 
lesbian friend, with whom she has 
never discussed the topic of les¬ 
bianism (this is not like any lesbians 
I’ve ever heard of), whom she helps. 

Oh, yeah, and she and Lou find 
a bootlegger’s hidden cache filled 
with thousands of gallons of Pro¬ 
hibition-era hooch and a suitcase 
with a mysterious note from 
“Helen” to a woman known only 
by her initials, MTL. It seems as if 
Ennis intended Time and Time 
Again to be a mystery novel, but 
the identities of MTL and Helen 
from Chicago are unearthed with 
surprisingly little effort. 

We are left with Millie’s whin¬ 
ing about Ellen, and having sex 
with Ellen, which Millie reports as 
fantastic (could have fooled me), 
and painting those swamp scenes. 
The swamp might be an apt 
metaphor for this dreary novel.

Black 
is back

1 n her latest Helen Black novel, 
Pat Welch takes a penetrating 

1 look at the world of the reli¬ 
gious wrong, especially those who 
think killing an abortionist is an 
act of moral integrity. A free clinic 
in Lafayette, California, is the set¬ 
ting for threats, vandalism, arson 
and, inevitably, murder. Black’s as¬ 
signment is to infiltrate a group of 
anti-abortion Christians who reg¬ 
ularly demonstrate at the clinic to 
find out whether they are respon¬ 
sible for the attacks on the clinic. 

Welch makes very clear that 
the “good” citizens of Lafayette 
object as much or more to the 
clinic’s willingness to treat indi¬ 
gents as to any moral question 
about abortion. The subtle racism 
of seemingly moral people is han¬ 
dled particularly well. 

Welch creates believable charac¬ 
ters in believable situations. The 
subplots concerning an abusive 
ex-spouse, immigrant bashing, and 
the joys of interacting with an ex¬ 
lover and her new partner add tex¬ 
ture and richness to the main plot 
concerning the clinic. The result is 
an enjoyable read, with plenty of 
suspense and more than a smidgen 
of political commentary. T

The “he said, 
she said” game

H t has been one of the most an- 
' noying things about writing a 
i column: receiving not only 
untrue but vicious and deliber¬ 
ately false information. A few 
years ago, a non-scientific survey 
was made of you readers, asking if 
you wanted news items and cov¬ 
erage of leather events or did you 
want dish? The overwhelming re¬ 
sponse: “We want more dish!” 

And so it was that certain 
non-libelous gossip was made a 
part of this column. Most of the 
“dish” is harmless; after all, if you 
or a friend do something that 
harms no one, why not? If you 
can’t laugh at yourself for a minor 
faux pas , why bother to interact at 
all? We all have done something 
crazy or stupid and got on with 
our lives after enduring good-na¬ 
tured taunts from friends and 
maybe gloating from enemies as 
well. 

But I’ve noticed in the past few 
months, that certain rumors are 
either deliberately manufactured 
or have their origins in the minds 
of some very sick people. Just two 
weeks ago, the “dish” alleged that 
Joe Ricci, former Mr. Northeast 
Drummer, had acquired the

The truth of the matter is that 
Joe Ricci is one of the major play¬ 
ers in the New York leather com¬ 
munity. He has worked long and 
hard to assure the success of the 
NYL event. He, in fact, is not the 
culprit. I don’t know who does 
own the rights to that title, but it’s 
a classic case of “the dog in the 
manger.” Joe Ricci is not guilty of 
denying AmFAR and NY’s leather 
community the Mr. New York 
Leather title. My deepest and pro¬ 
found apologies to Joe Ricci, a 
man of honor and integrity - 
truly a leatherman who lives by 
the codes of our tribe.

As for the “Tribal” contest and 
dance taking place this weekend 
in New York, it will go on; there 
will be a contest with a new 
title name. Regardless of the 
name, the winner will rep¬ 
resent the dedicated and 
great leather community 
of New York, and the 
contest will benefit 
AmFAR, which publish¬ 
es a directory of 
AIDS/HIV services 
available to everyone 
all over the country. 
Those who would denigrate 
Mr. Ricci should be ashamed to 
call themselves leathermen. Fur¬ 
thermore, that person or persons 
should be denied ever wearing the 
Leather Pride pin. I repeat that 
there is no truth in what was said 
about Joe Ricci, nor is there any 
truth to previous vicious rumors 
about IML Joe Gallagher’s de¬ 
portment in New Orleans during 
the Southern Decadence Weekend 
and the Mr. Louisiana Leather 
Contest. 

And there’s more! I’m begin¬ 
ning to wonder if this trend isn’t 
becoming endemic in our tribe.

You will note that this past week¬ 
end, a leather title contest and 
leatherfest were held in the South 
Bay area. The titles bestowed were 
Mr. and Ms. Santa Clara County 
Leather not Mr. and Ms. San Jose 
Leather or Mr. and Ms. Southbay 
Leather. Why not? 

Well, it seems various people 
own those titles and refuse to let 
them be used. Do they want 
money for them? Do they want to 
prove they can do it better? What 
is the motivation for this “dog in 
the manger” attitude? The ironic 
aspect of all this is that this re¬ 
grettable attitude exists in a com¬ 
munity which has had the honor 
of having two of their own win 
IML and IMs.L. And everyone 
around the country is wearing 
“Better Together” and “Celebrate 
Diversity” pins created and dis¬ 
tributed by Jeff Tucker and Pat 
Bailie. Yet sadly, those idealistic 
conditions don’t exist at all in the 
place where those slogans were 
born. 

It cannot be denied that Jeff 
and Pat did a great job during 
their respective title year. Unfor¬ 
tunately, their sterling perfor¬ 
mances did not rub off on their 
own people. Oh sure, there have 
been “differences” here in San 
Francisco, but nothing to fracture 
the community to the point of 
having to change titles because 
some disgruntled person didn’t 
like the winner or the producers. 

There’s even a rift in Florida 
this year, where there will be two 
Mr. Florida Leather title contests 
- or variations on the theme. The 
feud between a producer in Or¬ 
lando and a producer in Fort 
Lauderdale has leather people in 
that state perplexed. Nobody 
wants to take sides. Major title 
holders who have been invited to 
participate either as judges or to 
fulfill other functions are dubious 
about volunteering. 

As a longtime observer and 
participant in leather affairs, I find

Buggery 

A t first, the idea of an entire fea¬ 
ture film consisting of close-ups 
of insects scurrying about their 
daily lives just made me want to itch 
profusely. My favorite place to see a 
bug is squished, on the bottom of my 
shoe. But Microcosmos , a beautifully 
shot documentary by Claude Nurid- 
sany and Marie Perennou, takes its au¬ 
dience right up into the faces, multiple 
sets of legs, mouthparts and antennae 
of a field’s worth of bugs. Microscopi¬ 
cally observed, they turn out to be ex¬ 
otic and fascinating monsters. 

The list of performers includes 
‘new-born caterpillar of the Jason but¬ 
terfly,’ ‘great peacock moth,’ and ‘pro- 
cessionary caterpillars.’ In a cast of 
thousands of manic worker ants, 
gelatinous slugs and amorous pollen- 
craved bees, a few players stand out. 
Two burgundy snails who bump into 
each other and have a quickie sexual 
encounter positively steam up the 
screen. A sacred beetle finds that its 
precious ball of dung gets stuck on a 
twig and tries just about everything to 
get it unstuck, finally prevailing to 
cheers of filmgoers. 

There’s not only sex, but violence 
aplenty in this Lilliputian realm. Two 
rhinoceros beetles butt antlers in a 
macho stand-off. An argiope spider 
catches a poor grasshopper in its web, 
then proceeds to mummify it as swift¬ 
ly and deftly as the meanest s&m 
daddy. An argyronet spider takes its 
prey underwater, preparing a private 
air bubble for some privacy during its 
dining pleasure. And a diabolical 
drosera carnivorous plant clamps shut 
on a hapless fly about to become 
brunch. 

No annoying voice-over narration, 
no cutesy anthropomorphizing, just 
bugs, bugs, bugs, doing the things bugs 
gotta do! You may want to tell those 
goddamn workaholic ants to take a 
break, chill out. But otherwise the 
creepy crawly things will win you over, 
as they did me. Now where’s my can of 
Raid? ▼

Gay marriage gets 
complicated— finally! 


If the media coverage seems to 
have turned around rapidly, the 
readerships seem to be lagging a bit 
behind — although those statistics 
are changing as well. Newsweek in¬ 
cludes results from a poll in its cov¬ 
erage, noting that 57 percent of 
adults said gay people could be as 
good at parenting as straight peo¬ 
ple; only 31 percent disagreed. The 
second question, however, elicited 
a less encouraging response: only 
36 percent said gay couples should 
have adoption rights, while 47 per¬ 
cent oppose the notion. ' 

To put the poll in a positive 
light, only two years ago, the 
numbers were stacked more than 
two-to-one against gay adoption 
rights. Still, the results on the 
adoption question are disappoint¬ 
ing considering the first question. 
And aren’t the two responses 
somewhat contradictory? 

“It’s a cognitive dissonance 
phase,” jokes Byron, who notes 
that gay adoption’s approval rat¬ 
ing is still higher than Bob Dole’s 
during the presidential campaign. 

Perhaps cognitive dissonance 
can explain how Newsweek justi¬ 
fies exploring gay parenting while 
it addresses marriage only tangen¬ 
tially — the article’s most serious 
flaw. Senior Editor John Capouya 
says he is eager to depict them as 
entirely separate issues; whether 
Newsweek would ever write a story 
on heterosexual parents that does¬ 
n’t deal with marital issues like 
“unwed mothers” or “children of 
divorce” or “premarital sex” seems 
unlikely, but in this case the edi¬ 
tors didn’t see the connection. In 
fact, they had toyed with a story 
on gay marriage, but in the wake 
of the Defense of Marriage Act 
and poll numbers on the subject 
that weren’t moving, they decided 
it was a dead issue. 

“We thought the gay marriage 
story was a non-starter, and a 
much more interesting story was 
what it’s like for people raising 
families,” he says. “It wasn’t so 
much a connection as a rejection 
of one story for the other.” 

Barbara Kantrowitz, who wrote 
Newsweek's lead article, agrees. 

“I see them as separate issues, 
because not all gays who are par¬ 
ents are in relationships,” she says. 
But a moment later, she finds a 
link. “Certainly for gays who are 
in partnerships and want to adopt 
children together, having legalized 
marriage would make a huge dif¬ 
ference, so for that group they are 
definitely related.” 

And for gays who already have 
children, marriage could make 
their families more secure, adds 
Byron. Insurance, inheritance, cus¬ 
tody, and taxes are all “parental” is¬ 
sues connected to marriage. While 
they are indeed different subjects, 
Byron sees the connections that 
Newsweek does not. 

“They’re still separate legal is¬ 
sues, but the issues have linkages 
in some ways,” says Byron, who 
quickly finds the most important 
connection. “An important link¬ 
age is in perception.” 

The average American who sees 
the cover of Newsweek undoubted¬ 
ly connects parenting and marriage 
as related family issues, and, in ef¬ 
fect, the entire issue of gay marriage 
is broadened into a larger discus¬ 
sion of gay families. Newsweek fails 
to make this link explicit in an oth¬ 
erwise admirable article, but in the 
context of abundant, smart media 
coverage, readers can connect the 
dots themselves. ▼ 


options, because the risk that is 
entailed in that is [that] there 
would be the same hierarchical 
structure that currently exists in 
heterosexual society.” 

Gays and lesbians are in an 
ideal position to challenge hierar¬ 
chies that value married couples 
over non-marrieds, blood families 
over chosen families, sexual part¬ 
ners over friends, nuclear families 
over childless couples. In his big 
picture, Johnson deepens and 
complicates the issue of gay mar¬ 
riage beyond the immediate de¬ 
mands of civil rights. 

While Harper's is broadening 
the gay marriage discourse into a 
discussion of relationships in 
America, Newsweek is expanding 
the issue of gay couples into gay 
families. The cover story of the 
November 4 issue features lesbian 
rocker Melissa Etheridge and her 
partner, Julie Cypher, with the 
headline “We’re Having a Baby.” 

In addition to a brief interview 
with the couple, the cover story 
deals with issues of adoption and 
artificial insemination, parental 
struggles and children’s anxieties, 
social acceptance and family re¬ 
jection. Parents and children tell 
their stories, complete with pres¬ 
sures and disappointments, 
breakthroughs and rewards. 
Without painting an overly rosy 
picture, Newsweek approaches the 
issue in a matter-of-fact and 
thoughtful way. 

“It’s like watching a big ocean 
liner change direction,” says Peg 
Byron, Education Director for 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund. “When the marriage 
issue started to break last spring, 
the religious right caught hold of 
it. It gave us a chance to make our 
case, but in a very hostile environ¬ 
ment. Now the Melissa Etheridge- 
type stories start coming up.” 

And come up they do. US News 
& World Report covered gay fami¬ 
lies recently, and even stodgy Life 
magazine features a two-page 
photo of two men in bed in its No¬ 
vember article on gay marriage. 
Television’s 20/20 and Turning 
Point have covered gay families this 
month as well. Most remarkable, 
as Byron suggests, is how non-con- 
troversial the subject seems to be 
in current media reporting. 

“The point is that these rela¬ 
tionships are here, and they’re 
human, and people you admire 
are involved in these relation¬ 
ships,” says Byron of the coverage. 
“In Harper's, [Johnson] took this 
politically charged issue and 
turned it into a personal issue. 
We’re going from this hostile 
politicized coverage to real life 
and even admired celebrities.”

I n an era when sound bites and 
slogans are a substitute for se¬ 
rious discussion, it’s a relief to 
see political issues covered in an 
expansive, thoughtful, human 
way. Gay marriage is the hot topic 
on newsstands this fall, and un¬ 
usually intelligent coverage is 
making public discussion of the 
issue broader and deeper, yet 
more complex and personal than 
is the norm. 

In the cover story of Novem¬ 
ber’s Harper's magazine, novelist 
Fenton Johnson widens the mar¬ 
riage lens to explore what gays and 
lesbians have to offer a society re¬ 
examining the nature of relation¬ 
ships as a whole. Marriage is a vital 
civil rights struggle, Johnson ac¬ 
knowledges, but focusing on it ex¬ 
clusively obscures the creativity 
and flexibility that gay men and 
lesbians have invested in their rela¬ 
tionships in the absence of legal 
recognition. It is this creativity that 
can help transform social relation¬ 
ships regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion or legal status, he asserts. 

Tying together history, philos¬ 
ophy, feminism, and personal ex¬ 
perience, Johnson weaves a nu- 
anced argument about the pres¬ 
sures straining all relationships in 
the ’90s. Despite the cover’s 
provocative question— “Do gays 
and lesbians really want the right 
to marry?”— Johnson brings in 
real-life examples that show the 
ways legal structures and individ¬ 
ual emotions are bound together. 

“A lot of gays and lesbians say 
that we have many battles to fight 
and marriage is only one of them,” 
he says. “They’re not usually the 
people who have a partner who 
happens to be a foreign citizen, or 
a person fighting a custody battle.” 

All the same, he maintains, it is 
essential not to lose sight of the 
virtues of non-married relation¬ 
ships. Gay relationships have sur¬ 
vived for ages without legal sanc¬ 
tion or societal support; clearly 
there must be something socially 
valuable to be learned from these 
alternative models. 

“We should be clamoring for a 
sea change which includes mar¬ 
riage, but also continue to point 
out the virtues of diversity in the 
social recognition of relation¬ 
ships,” says Johnson. “It’s impor¬ 
tant not to clamor for traditional 
marriage to the exclusion of other
